But the ^‘d'eceiftralizingorder*^ inter- 
vened, a certain part of th^ grant to Provincial Services 
was withdrawn in return for •a remission of payt of the 
Income Tax, and the sum withdrawn h^ to be supplied 
by Local Taxes, As the remission* of two-thirds of the In- 
coftie Tax chiefly benefited the rich, the same class might 
fairly have been to make up the defi!cit in the Pro- 

vincial grant. But the measure actually adopted was a tax on 
non-cultivating* villagers, professedly imposed to balance 
the local rates peftd by the cultivating villagers. We have 
thus one section of the rustic population payings local rates, 
and the other flection .paying the deficit in the Provincial 
^rant, or undertaking a ^payment hitherto made by Imperial 
funds towards the cost of certain Imperial Services. As the ' 
new •tax is avowedly laid upon the non-cultivating villagers ■ 
because they pay no local rates, it is clear that thej?' cannot 
now be usked to pay local rates besides. An^ thus the 
whole rural rate income, which was •last year to have been 
collected for local purposes only, has becu divided since 
December 14th between local and general purppses,* and the 
first essay at provincial taxation h»s^enbroache^ on th^ll^ 
►of our local rates, which is proportionately narrowecJl^^ 

43. Whatever local expedients jnay be adopted, however, 
any great expansion of the, Provincial Departments must be 
difficult^ if nol impossible, 'as, long as the land tax and 
income tax on one side, and the great system of municipal 
taxation on the other, preoccupy so much ol^he taxable area. 
And every increase of the land revenue*^ of any other im-

should not, as a rule, be attainable without ‘previous service 
or practical experience, and as prf*ctice at the bar is a suit- 
able training for the low'er grades of the Judicature, so ser- 
vice in the Jlducational Department might be the recognized 
qualification for similar grades in the Executive Departments : , 
so many yoars^ educational service might be allowed to

Two Sub-Assistant 
feurgeons, Graduates of the College, were promq^d on exami- 
nation from the second to the first grade. The Principal 
reports the non-success up to April of the project of opening .

member of the^dijibha^amily. Since lie wrote, however, four 
Native midwives have^been admitted and are now under ’ 
instruction. X^e Principal reports that a College Gymnasium 
has been opened and is appreciated by the students.

With a littk 
judicious encouragement, and the remoVal of tho obstritc- 
tions incidental to newly- founded institutions, the JEngineer- 
ing College Ifctiire-rooms may be crowded with canliidates 
for that profession which isoems most likely of all to correct 
tho dreamy, and .unpractical tendencies of Indian students.

G6. The Principal pays a merited tribute of gratitude to 
Colonel H. St, Clair Wilkins, R. E., who spontaneously 
\jndertook to lecjjuro the Senior Class weekly on Architec- 
ture during July, August, and September 1870.^ He after- 
wards** examined the students. in Civil Engineering and 
Architecture, ,and foun^ them unable to illustrate their 
answers by freo4iand drawing; and this experience led him 
to rocomidend the appointment of a Drawing Master, ijio 
pressing noed^for which had already been pointed out by the 
^ lh*incipal. A Drawing Master (Indian), on Jls. 200 per 
mensem, was accordingly appointed at the j^eginning of 
I^7J .

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7L The second steteinenfc shows that while the unexpec- 
tedly adverse result in 1869 was almost tmivA*sal, and was 
doubtless due to a rise in the standard, some schools did 
, better in 1870 than in 1869, and some not so well. I found 
" no conclusion in any case on the results of one or two years, 
especially whers much may be due to accident, and something 
is doubtless due to uncertainty about^ the standard but it 
seems that some schools h&ve already overcome the reverse 
of 1869. And I remind all the Eead Masters that with the 
recent addition of strength to the feeders^^ of the High 
* Schools, and organization just introduced, they have 

more power in their hands to fortify jiheir wbak places than 
they have had hitherto. An active Head Master * is now 
luuthorized exercise a powerful influence upon the schools 
which supply Tiim with pupils, and those schools have been 
placed, where practicable, under Head- Mastet's experienced 
in the Higlj School system and course. Particular attention 
will also now be giv^n to the study of English in tho 
feeders,^? whefo beginners” will be constantly practised in 
translating English into Vernacular, and Vernacular into Eng- 
lish. I confidently efxpecb'that the Head Masters will avail 
themselves of these advantages, send up their classes to 
Matriculation a few years hence ivith a more correct and 
solid knowledge of Englisfe, and with much greater certainty 
of succep. The Head Master of the Poona High Sclfcol has 
formed his younger and less experienced assistants into a 
normal class under his personal tuition. I commend this 


valuable experiment to tho attention of others. ,

^ 78. I w%s Jlrepared to see a decrease in the number learn- 
ing English in Second Grade Anglo-Vernacular SkjTioo^ls, but 
it must not be inferred that I desire te see the spread of Eng- 
lish checked. My only object is to discourage bad teaching, 
and the measure, required for this purpose is^now in force. 
All teachers of •English in Govertiment schools must now 
• hold at least a certificate o|j competency from an Inspector, 
and those of thpm who have matyculated may obtain a cer- 
tificate of a higher class by passing an examination which 
will be held yearly in future |it the head-quarters^of each 
Bivision. On the other hand, as the knowledge of English 
possesses a tangible value, the better quality of teachers will

It may be gleaned from the 
statistics printed in last yearns Eeport that the number s^f ‘ 
towns which may be expected to support l^iddlo Class Schools 
on this system is under 200, and the voluntary system, which 
failed in dealing with tens of thousands of villages and 
hamlets, might bo easily worked on a scale <so moderate.

81 * Those ^figures clearly show the importance of the * 
Boarding^hcfuses for non-rosident students which havo boon 
established in some of these places, and should bo established 
in connection with all the larger schools. Combination can 
secure ibr the poor scholars a better diet than they can in- 
• dividually commg,fld — a matter of^grea’^ imporliyice to their 
physical health. Measures i^re in pregress to this end. Two 
other important appendage! are a good Library and a good 
Gymnasium. Iliavo added a series of historical worl^ to 
each of ^ho High School libraries during the year, and most of 
them are fairly supplied with standard works. . As adjuncts, 
good chemical and mechtiiiical apparatus have been ordered 
for the principal schools, and havo partly arrived. As to 
^ gymnasia a good deal has been done. There are excellent

82 • Tho above table shows the action of the higher 
schools on tho population as divided into toi;?'nspeoplo and 
countrjm^en. It is not lessrinteresting to trace the classes 
which chiefly, in proportion to their numbers, lay hold upon 
the advantages offered to them* Tho following tables arc 
probably not very precise, but as a generffl guide they ni&y ' 
be safely consulted, and I think that, considering h9w com- 
paratively small a body tfio officials of British and Native 
districts form, tho proportion of their soift in the higher 
schools is remarkable, and a fact to bo noted in forecasting 
’ the future pf Indian society* The figure made by the Brah- 
man beggars is a very quaint phenoi^enon. 
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IV. — Tli^ Policy oJ^Govmwnent as to Primary Education — 
OovemmentPiTimai'y Schools. 

83, I have pepriuted with much satisfaction (Appendix, 
page 435 ) a declaration by the Government of India of its 
policy on the subject of primary education issued in February 
1871 : — The education of the masses has the greatest clsClin 
on the State funds. The Government of India desires to 
maintain this view, but thfe Grant-in-Aid Utiles have in prac- 
tice been found so unsuitable to ftimary Sekools that, except 
in special cases, such grants-in-aid aro ecldom sanctioned 
from the General Revenues. It has moreover been repeatedly 
affirmed that wo must look to local oxortlOn and to local 
cesses to Stipply the funds required for the maintonauce Of 
Primary Schools, llicse standing orders may soern incon- 
sistent, but they really are not so. The fact is that primary 
education must be supported both by Itnpeml funds and by 
Local rates. It is not by any means the policy of the Govern- 
ment of India to deny to Primary Schools assistance from 
Imperial Revenues, but, on tho other hand, no sum that could 
bo spared from those rvveilues would suffice for tho work, 
aud Local rafes must be raised to effect any sensible impres-' 
siou on the hiasses/* .* Local Gfovornmorfts are therefore to 
assign from tho Provincial Grants funds in aid of schools 
mainly supported by contributions from Local cesses or 
Municipal rates, and the State Contribution ^s limited^to one- 
third of the total cost, with an exception in favour of poor 
and backward districts. 

. 84. Nothing could be more satisfactory than this jnost 
definito statement of policy,^ which entirely confirms the system 
followed in Bombay for* several yenrs past. It agrees also 

in a singulaf mapner with the*proposals * for extending that

85. But I have since found, with re^ot and disappoint-^ 
m ent, that while His Excellency in* Council has promised the 

*^overnment of India specially to consider the claims made 
by the Educational Department on behalf of primary instruc- 
tion in distrilJuting the Provincial Grant, he has also 
apparently exjft'essed himself as unprepared to take any 
other measures for extending education* Now two duties 
are contemplated in the despatch I have quoted — one lo 
rai§o school rates or cesses, and the other to aid them from 
the Provincial Grarft, ^nd a Local Government ^hich avoids 
rffising schjool-rates will certainly be safe from claims for a 
grant in aid of them, but it will also fail to extend instruct 
tion among; the masses, and to carry out the policy proposed 
by the Government of India. • 

86. I confess I had hoped that* in the two years which 
have elapsed since the subject was first brodght forward, the 

« administrative jllity of completing the system of school- 
rating would have been r^ognizod by Government. I had 
hoped that before the end of this year each important town 
would form an ftducational unit, having its schools supported 
by the^cliool-rates paid by .the townspeople, by any endow- 
ments or conflibations for the town, and an addfed third 
from the public funds. But here we are still administering 
as if it sufficed for the whole population a fund of which the 
V€®*y first condition (imposed by law) is that it is to bo ‘ex-

It shows how readily the agricultural cess- 
payers, who form hardly sixty pdf cent, of *'tho population, 
avail thcgnsolves of the schools provided ®lrom . their rates, 
without any. compulsion, but because tho schools arc there 
and paid for, and they have the good ^onsc tc5 use them. It 
reminds us while about six lakhs* of tho cess -payers^** 

money are .^eat on the schools, this sum is met by oidy 
^-bout two lakhs of public money, and not a quarter of a 
lakh of Municipal fnnds : that the absence of rchool-ratos in 
towns is up fair to the rural cess-payor: that a school -rate 
levied and administered by the State under legal authority 
is a better meaijs of support for Primary Schools in towns 
than a high rate of fee. *

The new 
regulations are gradually coming into use, and the result is 
said ^ bo gqpd* I will ifot encumber these p&^es with a 
long account of what has been done. This will be found in 
the Reports of the Inspectors, and the statements which they 
h^vo made at my desire will show how much is still to be done 
before the systenfhas overtaken the wants of the day. I 
have tried ?o improve tho position ^of tho Vernacular Teacher, 
and at tho same time to esact from him a more laborious 
training, t& consolidate the * professional sti^tus of .tho 
Villag# School master, and to give him something to respect 
and something fo hope.

ikher six subscribed by Native gontlemcp. jOandidates aro 
found for those stipends insufficient numbers. Those selected 
sign agreements to serve ^s teachers when their training is 
ended. Nine out of the twelve scholars aro Parsees, the 
rest Hindus. The school is no’w conjoined with lower 
department, uspd as a^r^tising School, and is hold in rooms , 
found by a Parsce goutlqnijn who supports lUie latter.

97. The course I have laid down for •this school is the 
Vernacular,SlSihool course. The less*pipmismg students will 
be prepare^ to teach a part, and th^ best students the whole, 

. of that course, with Needlework and perhaps something 
of Music. I have excluded English from the course, as the 
teachers are designed for Vernacular Schools/ but English 
is taught to some of the most intelligent women out of»f 
school hours. I hope to see this school take a very impor- 
tant place as Vio principal Female School of the^^Marathi 
Districts, and supply first ^ itself, then th^ ^chools of Poona, 
and lastly, ewery town*of the Deccan, wiith disciplined and 
active schoolmistresses. Yearly entrance and certificate 
examinations will be organized, in due tinio on the basts of 
the Vernacular Training College Code. I desire to bring to 
the favourable notice of Government the name of Bab* Saheb 
Narayan Bhai, Principal of the Vernacular Training College, 
Poona, otx account of intelligent and active assistance ren- 
dered in establishing the Poona Female Normal School. 

98. What has been done peeme to show that it is per- 
fectly practfiablq to conduct It Training School for female 
tfeqphers on the same pritciples as for male te«;Cthers by 
appealing to the same motives. The ofler of respectable and 
fairly-paid leruplCyment under the shadow of a Government 
Apartment is safe to meet^wxth a response. It is true that 
the experiment cannot be declared successful until it is seen 
how the trained students comport themselves as teachers, but 




I am inolino^ to think that Government will most properly 
and effectively direct its effort^ in this matter to the class 
which attends our village schools. A,s to the npper classes, 

I think that we most educate tfie women through the men. 
The man whom we have educated will have his wife and • 
•daughters edncat^. The illiterate man will not heed ut, 
charm we never so wisely. If those interested in the higher 
culture (ff womeai were so minded, th^ might very ^ily get 
what they require for themselves by a little combination. 

99. I da not ‘consider that the wants of Gnjarai; can be 
met by the Bombay Female Normal School, and I propose 
to expand the class which has had a precarious existence at 
!A.hmedabad into a %ohpol like that at Poona,* ad» soon as 
a special bpilding and Suitable Head MistresS bave been 
obtained.

101. ‘In observing last year that the grea^” majority of 
these schools cannot bo regarded as natic^l, I intended 
to mark the fact that they are not the fruit of any movement 
in the h^ai*t of the Indian nation, and*" that they afford no 
ground for hoping that the day is near when the people 
*of this Presidency will spontaneously undertake the man- 
agement of their educational system. I rmnarked at the 
same time how limited is the field of action of the Aided 
Schoolsj five-sevenths df the whole number being placed iu 
the foifr principal cities. It was my object to point out that 
in far the greater pari ^bis Presidency the Native popula-. 
Iktion supplies^, neither ^.ny bodies nor any individuals fitted 
to undertake the duty of school managers.

, 109- Our grant-in-aid system exists then for European 

•lay and Missionary managers, and for a small margin of 
Native experimenters. I believe that the system is fairly 
accurate in its method, careful in its expenditure of the public 
funds, and sufficiently liberal and certain. I hold it to be 
superior to otheV systems in the power it secures to Govern- 
ment over the teachiag m Aided Schools,- and the precisioii . 
with which it adjifsts payment to results • for the slightest 
falling off in a teacher’s energy is felt in the work of his 
class, and recorded in a reduction of the grant. The results 
of each year are measured and paid for at the yearns end, 

110. Two years ago it was charged against the Bombay 
system, in a^amphlet signed by several nianagers of Aided 
Schools, that the grants by results are inadequate and capri- 
cious. Having now fully considered the working of ihe 
system, and laid ray matured views before Government (see 
papers printed in Appendix F,pag0 442 ), I will try to guide 
the reader* to the means ef form^g a judgment on these 
matters of complaint. , * / 

^111. The chsCge of caprice is easy^ to dispose of. It , 
. mcjans, I beliow, that a schudl may lose its whole grant or 
part of it at any time by some unmerited misfortune, such 
as the sudden death of a master. But it has never ‘been 
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declared that speiJial treatment will' no J be conceded to such 
cases on a representation of Jbhe facts. On the contrary^ 
special grants of half the first* yearns expenses l^ve been 
made to one or two deserving schools irrespectire of exami- 
nation results. ^ * 

"*^'112. The charge that the grants are illiberal may mean 
cither that they are illiberal absolutely, or more illiberal 
than those giveil elsewhere. * 

113. For th(f first contention some standard of liberality 
is wanted. Mi what proportion of the coat of a scIk)oI does ^ 
a grant cease to bo liberal ? I think that the common-sense 
of school managers v^ill agree to the principle that a 
school of tahich the State and the foes pay the whoJ^e cost is 
notm an aided school. Either in endowment or*Bcrvice the 
aided ^school ou^ht to possess some independent resources. . 
It has beea^Qpi*giiod*m the past year that if the Mission- 
ary bodies had more funds they would open more schools. 
But so would the Government Department of Education; and 
it woulc^ be contrary to the principle of ©ur administra- 
tion to open ne\^ schools through Jk^j^issionary agency at , 
the same cost as^would provide afl C 2 [ual number of Govern- 
•mciit schools. about one-third* of the cost of a school 
of higher education may be mqf from its fees, I think 
that ray proposed limitation to two-fifths of the total cost on 
instruofcfon as thi maximum grai^t is fair, seeing that it. leaves 
something less than one-third to be supplied from the 
private resources of the school managers, I have thought 
it necessary also to assume a standard rate of cost, which I 
have prc»posed to fix: at Rs. 75 per head in European, anej 
Rs, 50 per head in Anglo-Vernaculaif Schools. Tho maximum 
which 1 have recommended Government to ^doplMs therefore 
Rs. 30 pej heid in the former, ami 20 per head ifi the latter 
class, th^ difference being designed to meet the greater cost 
of schools'^for Europeans. If reference i^ow made to t^e 
table* of ^ided Schools, it wilf be seen that the sta;adard rate 
of cost assumed is incontestably liberal.

1 14* But it will be^said, a liberal maximiftn is no advantage 
if it cannot be reached* 16 fcho Aided Schools cannot earn 
anything Jike two-fifths of thgir expenses^ the liberality of the 
. system only exists in theory. Let us then examine the 
grants actually earned jn *1870-71. The table shows the 
rate of grant per head both of boys presented for examination 
and of average attendance. It will be seen tliat many schools 
have already obtained more than one-third^ of the cost per 
head of pupils examined, and some more than one-third of 
the cost ^ per head of average attendance.. • Qf course it is 
fair to argug from those schools which have done best that 
it is not impossible for others to do as well. 

115. It Uppears then to be proved*^ by past results that 
schools can ‘under the present system earn grants equal to 
/one-third and upwards of their expenditure on instruction. 
If anyone contends that this is not sufficient, I must ask 
him to saye,what he thinks a liberal grant, and then to point 
out the difference between a school aided^* according to 
his views and p, school wholly supported by Gov(^rnmont. 
But it was said that thjO Bombay Aided Schools are less 
liberally treated than those of other provinces. Bspocially it 
was solicited t£iat they should, be put oru an equality with 
Bengal. The table below affords the means of comparing 
the relative treatment of Aided Schools —

116. I cfin give several reasons why the Bombny average 
‘grant should be higher than that of Bengal, yhe returris* 
of the two Presidencies show that the Bombay * schools 
*cost more, as might be expected from tho giftjater cost of 
liwng. Six-sevenths of the Bombay Aided "Schools are 
under European management, whereas the large body of. 
Aided Bengal Schools are cheap schools under Native 
managers. Tho number of scholars in the two Eresidencies 
being nearly tho same, while tho number of matriculated 
studentg is much larger in Bengal, the wages of educated 
tcacherg are probably much lower. • ^hile, therefore, Ben- 
gal is entitled tho credit of \jharging the State a lower 
•rate per head foV the pupils of rts Aided Schools than 
Bombay, we, gn the other han^, charge a smaller pro- 
portion of the total cost of tho schools. But after full allow- 
ance k® made ftr the smaller .value of the same grant in 
Bombay than in Bengal, it will still be concluded, I think, 
that the Aided Schools are not attracted to the Bengal 
system so much by the rate of grant which it offers as by the 
method which it employs. ^

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117, It is intelligible that the system of grants made at 
the discretion of Educational Officers^ andlffevised once in 
five yearjp, is an easier systexa to live under than the system 
which gauges its grant yearly by the results of an annual 
examination. But the Bombay system, as being more search^ 
ing, is more economical to Government. '‘It has been said ^ 
that * ‘the Bombay system takes credit for indolently 
refraining from all inquir;^ on the grand pbints of pay and 
appointment/^ The scrutiny of ‘these poiifls must be very 
unpleasant, and difficult to make eftbctnally.. The same 
writer continues, It is looking for an impossibility to expect 
good results if the teachers are in arrears of pay or are ineffi- 
cient Precisely, and none but good results are paid 

for in Bomblay. 

' 118. The two systems are, howev 9 r, theoretically' the 

same. The Bengal grant is reduced or wifchdrWn (1) if at- 
tendance 6^* proficiency is defective, (2) if the managers 
employ bad teachers, or keep the schools in a disorderly 
manner. The Bombay gmnt falls off' of itself (1 ) if attendance 
or proficiency , is defe3tive,^or if bad teachers turn ftut bad 
work; (2) if the schools, art kept in a c]isorderly manneir. 
The systems differ in their method of testing proficiency and 
good teaching. In Bombay the Aided Schaol master has to 
prepare his scholars to earn his grant boy by boy, fad head 
by head' of the standards. The grant is nioasared by the 
work done, and the method errs, if it errs at all, in the ex- 
treme of searching and laborious care with which it sifts the 
results offered for its analysis. ^ 

119. Another proposition put forward on l&st yearns Re- 
port is thaWhe grant-in-aid system should not be based on 
the idea that managing bodies are indispensable, but ought 
to be adapted to a state of society in which managing bodies 
are not to had|. The remedy suggested is that the grants 

sSouId be m^e sufficiently ]^iheral to pay educated natives to

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open schools fora livelihood. Here^w^e arrive again at a 
proposal for schools oiotirely supported by Govern- 
ment and the school foes, and — ^Is it not bettjpr to pay 

the educated native as a public servant^ teaching a Govern- 
ment school, than to spend the same money oh him as the semi- 
independent teacher of a private school for the permanency 
of which ^hcre is no guarantee ? Private school masters do 
manage to subsfet at one or two principal towns. There is 
a sufficient reasSn why th^ do not establish aided schools 
in the many ^smaller towns open to their enterprise, .and that 
is that they can get no guarantjee for a sufficient^ private in- * 
• come from such* a school. They cannot raise enough from 
Tees, and there are no managing bodies to offer to pay them 
a snbsidy from subscribed funds. • 

120. One other .proposition may be deemed worthy of • 
notice to complete the subject. It has been said, So long as 
a single school on the indigenous system is supported by the 
voluntary contributions of the people, so long there' is a 
heavy candemnation on the present system*of Government 
education,^^ and it is proposed to ihspipct ancj make grants 
to the indigenous^schools. This criticism wj^s based on the 
statistical tables printed at the end of last yearns Report, 
and it was satLsftxctory to see therm weighed and commented 
upon bj,a Native newspaper. I will now offer a table which 
will slfow the v’l’iter that if the •Educational Department has 
not absorbedy or found a method of subsidizing, the indi- 
genous schools, it has at least not been idle during the last 
generation. ,

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121, There art many reasons why the indigenous school 
should not be abandoryed in favour of a Government 

school — e,g., propinquity, custoyi, the fact that the indige- 
nous school master is the people^s man, bat the departmental 
schoolmaster is the Government's^ man 1 .The indigenous ^ 
schools are either* worthless or they are not. If they are 
worthless, it is waste of money to subsidize them. If they, are 
of some little u^e, they are working side by side with the 
Government gystipm, in support of which the'available public 
funds are ful^ engaged. Let it be borne in mind that 
while there are nearly 40,000 villages and hamlets in the • 
Presidency, exclusive of Sind, there are as yet only 2,3S9 
Government Primary Sqhools. • 

f22. I have expressed myself strongly against Aided . 
Primary Schools, whiofe are not under competent managers, • 

I fear that the* present indigenous schools are not worth the 
subsidy which would enable me to add them to nfy returns. 
Further inquiry respecting them is now in progress.* But 
I think ttie writer I have quoted is right in holding that more 
•.might have been •done to consult the ^opula^ taste in the 
most elementary Government SchoeJs. This^ however, was 
admitted last year, and measures have been in progress for 
some time to effect this improvement by opening Branch 
Schools ^for very elementary instruction, and hy assigning 
more fimo to Modi and Mental Arithmetic in the^ simple 
lower standards of the Veniacular School course.

124. I have printed * in the Appcndix<the revised Grant- 
in-Aid Rules, which are now awaiting the sanction of Govern- 
ment. The new Rules are divided into thrco parts, of which 
the first contains the rules hitherto’ in force with a few slight 
alterations, and » the last is a compilation of the sjy^nding 
oi'ders respecting grants to school-buildings. Part II. is now, 
and in it is contained my proposal for extending additional 
support to Aided Schools , of the High School class, that is, 
schools which matriculate pupils. It will ^be ^een that iny. 
object is less to give a higher rate of grant to these scliools 
as they are than to enable them to employ a better staff of 
teachers. The expenditure of the grant iu aid of salaries 
on this object is carefully secured. I Jiave also had it in 
view to inci*ease the employment as teachers of the undergra- 
.duates and ^adaates of the University, both European and 
Indian, and to ensure their mental iinprovcrncut while so 
employed. There is also a rule for making grauttito certi- 
ficated feiAale teachers* 

125. I need not enter into any long description of tho 
new standards t for tljc exannuai.ion of Aided Schools, 
which are those described* above as regulating tho course of 
instruction in ‘ GovcrnmblTt Schools. Tlvo only difference is. 
thatin Aided Schools I do not require a classic to bo brought 
up as well as the voruacufar. The vernacular is compulsory :

Even those moSt 
conservative potentates the Hubshee and the Nawab of Cam- 
bay are both doing something for the instruction of their 
people. The Nawab of Cambay has agreed, under the advice 
of the Political ^gont (Mr. Sheppard, C. S.)j to make an 
assignment on* his revenues for the support of scIioIdIs, an4 
a school will shortly be opened at Cambay, whftre a mer- 
chant of the city has offered a donation of Rs. 10^000 (Cam- 
bay) fora school-house. .The Nawab of Janjira has informed 
the Political Agent, .Colaba, that he has commenced arrange- 
ments for the establishment of Village Schools, and intends 
to select an(| appoint an Inspector for them. A Deputy 
Educational Inspector has been appointed for tho Mahikanta 
and Pahlanpur Agencies, which sharfe tho cost. A Deputy 
Inspoctor^has also been appointed for Kutch, and the school 
system is being o^’efully organized* bj% Colonpl Law, tho

VIIL — Ed^acatioti of young Chiefs and Minors^ 

128. I also^have to record tUe successful opening of tlio 

Rajkumar College at llajkote, foFtho edu- 
leg^! Chiefs of the great 

tributary ponmi^ula of* Kathiawad. It 
would be equally unwise, and unjust to those who have un- 
dertaken the anxious responsibilities of this experiment, to 
speak of this College as a spontaneous offering of the Ka- 
thiawad Chiefs. * Many traditional prejudices must have been 
surrendered/ and many ancestral habitudes broken ihrough, 
when the Durbjj/rs consented to build this College and send 
their sons to be its inhabitants. Probably the reliance of 
the Kathiawad Chiefs gn the general good faith and benefi- 
ceAt purpose of the dominant power could nof have been 
snbjftcted to any severer ordeal, but a trustful and cheerful, 
response wa.^ made to the great interest expressed in this 
undertaking by the highest authorities in those territories, 
and the first term of the College v\%s uninterruptedly suc- 
cessful. • I have much pleasure in printing, the Principars 
Keport with tho^ on the Governnipent* Colleges. It will be 
read wdth intefesfc, as it shows the careful and judicious 
• method of Mr. ]\facnaghtcu. Tliefo wore twelve boys in 
the. College durkig the first term-^thc number is limited, at 
least for the present, to the number of young Chiefs in 
Kathiawad of oAucablo age — of .whom ton ai*e Rtyputss^and two 
Mahomedans. 

129. Government has instructed rmi to consider whetlier 
siiftilar institutions may not bo established at other central 
spots. The Talukdars^ School migjit bo enlarged at Ahmed- 
abad, and a second Chiefs*. College establishe^ji at Poona. 

I have been tJollecting information for these pnjjects, and it 
occurred to me that, under the Act of the Logislniurc^ wfiicli 
places the care of minors in the hands of t^o Judicial Officers 
of the St^te, a sysft?matic ejiicatiou of minors of good sr>^ial 
position under* British law might be carried on by the same 
agency as the education pf young gentlemen from Native

States, These specifil schools are costly, as a cultivated 
European Principal is noedfhl 'for each, and th^ cost per head 
can only be reduced by inoe^easing the number of scholars. 
The statistical information required has reached me too re- 
cently to allow tae to submit a well-digested scheme, but I 
have embodied it in tables which will show what has been, 
and suggest what may bo, done. I would have it understood 
that I merely wish to show in a collected form the names 
and station of .the minors and young Chidis. I do not as- 
sume, pending full discussion of the subject, that education in 
a College ajway from home is the best thing for all, regard- 
less of special circumstances. 
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130. These tables show that besides the minors of higher 
social status, /or whom specj^l colleges or schools may be 
established, there is a nuiner<jus class of minors of lower 
rank, over whose person and property the principal court of 
original civil jurisdiction in the district they, inhabit has large 
powers, so that the Judge can decide w^hat school each male 
minor shall attend, and appoint what shall be paid from his 
estate for his ttiaintenance, and for school fees or other 
charges of education. It ^p-ould be a discredit to our Govern- 
ment if those^ powers were not fully exercised, but judicial 
officers complain that they are prevented by oth^r duti^ 
from personally assuring themselves that the guardians 
jcvho^n they appoint #ro?illy educate their wardens they pro- 
mise, and apply the proceeds of their estates, honestly to 
this object. * Hero 1 tliink the Educational Department may. 
bo of service, -and its officers would readily undertake, 
on receipt of a list of minors from the Civil Court, to see 
that each rumor is availing himself of the education provided 
for him, and report on his progress yearly: while a duplicate 
of the Same list might be sent to the Collector, who, if not 
himself in charge %f the estate, epufd j’ht assume himself, by a 
yearly inspection ^of accounts, thai due pi;pvision is made 
also for the minor's bodily health and growth, and, if dis- 
satisfied, addre^ the Civil Court a«d have the admiuistration 
amende^!. This subject will be separately brought under 
the co*nsideratid!i of Government. 

131. I examined the Talukdars' School at Ahmedabad in 

January, and found there the young Chiefs of Lunawara and 
Bftrrea, and one other boy from the Rewakaiita, one boy 
from the Mfthikanta, and eight of the young Talukdars of 
the Ahmedabad collectorat^. The age of these boys varied 
from 8 to 1?. Some of them gre intelli|jent ^nd improv- 
ing, others began too late. They all entered with much zest 
into their gymnastic exercises. ^ 

132. There are'also, in edlbl^ Divisional Report, notices of 
the progress of young men of station who are studying in 
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schools or under Tutors. * In the Central Division a nephew 
of the late Chief of Alalkote^ has entered th^ Poona High 
School. The Chief of Jowar studies in Poona City School 
No. I. The Chiefs of Jath and Phaltan and the Pant Priti- 
nidhi have engagjsd Tutors for their children. The young 
Chief of Bhore also has*a Tutor. In Gujarat the Baja of 
Dharampur has engaged for his sons the services of the Tu- 
tor of the late Raja of Kolhapur. At Kolliqpur tlih young 
Chiefs of Kagal and Bowra arc propiising pupils. The Chief 
of Torgal has engaged a Tutor for his sons. The young 
Chief of Ramdurg is in the Belgaum High SchocxL 

133. I note with regret that no decision ha% been received 
from the Gov^pimont of India on xny *prt)posals for securing* 
pensions to * educational emploijL^i Ifent to Native Statcjs, 
The subject was discussed at page 119 of my last* Report. 

IX.—School of Art. ‘ ^ 

134. The Acting Superintendent, Mr. Terry, reports an 
increase in tho public •interest felt in the Drawing Schpol, 
evinced Jiy an increased number of applicants for ai^giission 
and of visitors. Tho new admissions v^ere 102, and 68 
students left, so that there was an increase <»f 34. and there 
are now 99 names on the roll. Nine clksscs in Drawing • 
were presented for examination, and special ^classes in Per- 
spective, Geometry, and Architecture. Besides there is tho 
Class oi^ Wood-engravers. ^In the atelien of Decorative 
Painting, under Mr. Griffiths, there were 19 stipendiary 
students on the roll during tho year. Twenty-seven works 
executed by the students of this school were sent to Jhe 
International Exhibition in London. Among tho students are 
several Brahmans from ♦Ratna^ri, ^Tanna, Kolhapur, and 
Poona. In tho atelier of Sculpture, under Mr. Kipling, 
eigttmen wf)re continuously* employed on work*belopging to 
thg public buildings in progress, and the school tas been 
invited to underWke the sculpture of some new public 
bufl5ings at Allahabad. TheP Architecfural Class, under 
‘Mr. Molecey, suffered interruption from his absence on leave, 
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and it has now been found necessary fo abolish the appoint* 
mont of Lecturer, as the funds> are insufficient to support it. 
This is to be regretted, as l^e subject has always been 
popular. The atelier of Art Metal-work harf remained closed 
during the year. ^ • 

135. The school was examined by a Committee^ in March- 
In the Drawing School a good drawing (figure -shading) 
was made from* a cast of a head of Bacchus by a Kshatri 
pupil of somewjiat over ^ne year’s standing. In Decora- 
tive Paintings two very creditable designs for a pane] ornament 
in colour wore produced, both by Brahmans. In Sculpturo 
four students tjompeted in carving a boss from imagina- 
^tion. The succeasfui Competitor’s work was ^vigorous and 
good. The prize for aif exercise in moulding a ^anel in clay 
was^won by a Goanese. 

136. The grant to the school having been increased from 
Rs. 11,000 to 15,000, the Committee have been able to re- 
commend to Government a better and more complete organ- 
ization, and the appointment of a Director. It may be 
hoped that with this improvement the studies of the pupils 
may be more ste^y and continuous, and tha results will be 
more systematicaljy tested.* But it^^is much^to be regretted 
that the acquisition of a suitable building, in which the work 
of the school tuight bo made kiffiwn to the public, seems 
more rqmoto than ever. And I note that Mr. Griffiths has 
not ySt had th5 decoration of uny public building ^trusted 
to his studio.

Comparison of Imperial Expenditure withjhat of 1869-70. 
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Remarks Divisional Expenditure. 

Consequent on the separation the North-East Division from 
the Central Division, no fair comparison can i>e made this year of tlie 
charges for Inspection and Instruction with those of last year. The 
decrease in extraor*diuary grants is due to the withdrawal of the 
special grants to European and Eurasian children. The expendi- 
ture on buildings, which is this year somewhat in excess of the 
whole expenditure of both the Central and Nortli-East Divisions last 
year, has been swollen by grants for the enlargement of the Katna- 
giri High School, Rs. 3,000 ; for a building for the Native General 
Library at Viugorla, Rs. 500 ; and extensive repairs to the Poona 
High School, amounting to Rs. 3,231. ‘

Remarks on General Expenditure, 

Colleges {General ), — A sum of nearly Rs. 8,000 was dranri in 
March by the Principals and Professors of Colleges on account of 
arrears, due in accordance with the onhjrs of Governinent assimilat- 
ing the rates of pay to tho^e in Bengal, hcncc the increase. 

Colleges {Special ), — The large tlecrease is consequeiU on tin* 
operation of the orders of Government umlor which the salaries of 
tlic half-time Prdfessors in the Grant Medical CoUege are cliargod 
in the Military Department.' 

Normal ScJiools , — The increase is owing to the CRtahlisliment of 
the Poona Female Normal School.

Book Department , — The decrease is owing to tlie new system of 
accounts, by which only charges actually incurred on account of es- 
tablishment are shown. In former years the large charges under 
this head have included advances made by Goyermnent and after- 
wards repaid. ^ 

Of the charges for the purchase oil' copies of Tnkaram’s Abhangs, 
and the charges debited to Don|ition to liiterature, f am unable to 
give'^any furtlier explanation than that they were incurred^ as far as 
I am aware, without af y reference to this department. 
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The increase in Poona is due to the le^y of *1116 educational cess 
having become general, find to a consequent increase in the number 
of schools and expenditure on sdiool-buil dings. In Sattara half 
the increase appears to be due to large increases in the salaries of 
masters of Primary Schools, the rest to increased expenditure on 
school houses and Yuniiture . In Tanna the increase is due to a 
small increase in the number of schools, to increased salaries to 
masters of Primary Schools, and larger expenditure on sohool huild- 
ings and furniture. In liatnagiri the increase is (lue to the general 
Javy of tlie cess, and to a large increase in the number of Primary 
Schools. A charge of Ils. 593 - 5-4 has been debited to educational 
cess on account of pay to the Acting Head Master of the Ratnagiri 
High School, and must be recovered hereafter. ‘ In Bombay the 
large increase ii^ Local Funds expenditure is*- apparent only. ITp t^ 
this year, charges which have been really* jiaid from fees and interest 
on endowments, have been set dowm as Imperial ex]>euditurc. tVes 
and interest were jiaid into the Treasury, and when repaid to this 
department assumed the garb of an Imperial contribution. This 
year fees aud interest on endowment funds to the amount of 
Rs. 69,074-2-1 have beei? paid into the Government Treasury on 
account of the Elphinstone College and High Sehool, including the 
large sum of Rs. 12,698-4-4, the accumulated t’ee balances in tlie 
hands of the Trustees. All such payments have, now been treated 
as Local expeudifiirc. ^ ,

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All the Government Schook in the Sattara, Tanna, and Colaba 
Sub-Divisions, and, with the exception of a few newly-opened Branch 
Schools, all those in Poona and Sholapoor and the island of Bombay, 
were examined during the year under report. But in Katnagiri 
56 schools Mjpre not examined. The reasons given by the Deputy 
are press of work and the clitficulties of travelling. These difficulties 
appear to me to be quite sufficient to account for any apparent 
neglect. He has now 133 schools in his Division, and, having 
no Assistant, the work has been ^quite beyond his powers. An 
Assistant is now to bfe appointed. In Bombay the Deputies visit all 
^ Jl^c' schools at least once a month, in addition to the regular exami- 
nations. They have fko assisted Mr. Chatfield and Mr. Karkare 
in cthe*examination of Aided and Private Schools.

13» Results of Instruction ,in tlie Government and Private 
Scliools in poiifl of quality, as shown by numbers passed under dif- 
ferent standards : — * 
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The additional column sho-v^'ing the number passed under all heads in each standai’d has not been eho^vn this year, owing to the 
want of sufficiently full returns. 
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A. Government InstititHons, 

High Schools, — The Elphinstonc %.nd Poona High Schools were 
examined this year for the first time -by a board of examiners, con- 
sisting of Professors from the Government Colleges, the Inspectors, 
the Assistant Inspectors, and the Deputy. Inspectors of Bombay and 
l*oona respectively. Their reports were submitted to you. 

Elphimtone High School, — ^The rates of fee were raised during 
the year from Rs. 2 to Rs. 3 and Rs. 3 to Rs. 4. The number on**- 
tlie rolls at the close of the year was 658, against 859 the previous 
year. Mr, Ch^tfield notes that *Hhe raising of the fees appears 
to press upon Marathi scholars to some extent. But the ‘school 
has already more pupils than required. On the Gujarati and Parsi 
side the extra fee appeafs to have little effect in rt;spect of num- 
bers.” 21 boys passed the •Matriculation examination^^ against 36 
the prev ious year ; of these 1 took up Latin, 2 Sanscrit, and 1 Per- . 
siau as their second^ language. For the first time for many years, 
the incubus of thp Elphinstone Fund Trustees having been got rid 
of, it has beefi found possible to put the buildings into thorough 
repair. * 

Poona High School, — The number on the rolls at the end of the 
year was 37 L against 310 the previous year; 11 matriculated, 
against 13 the pfevious year. .In conjequence o/ the somewhat 
• imiavoiirablc report of the examiners, the last six Assistant Masters 
have been formed* into a Normal Cla^, and receive periodical in- 
struction from the Head Master. The school-buildings have been 
tlioroughfy repaireH during the yeai;. • 

Batnagiri High School has not been examined. The numbers 
show a slight decrease, being 209 only, against 222. The rate of fee 
has been decreased in the 5th upper class from Rs. 1-8 to Rs. 1. 

13 boys passed the Matriculation examination, against 13 tlie previous, 
year. This spfiaks well for the progress of the school, as the pro- 
portion to the whole number pasSed is far greater than in the year 
before. Both the Jugannath Shankarshet Sanscrit Scholarshij)s 
were gained students from this school. The school-house has been , 
enlarged at a cost of Rs. 3,000. ^ 

a 

Isif Grade Anglo-Vernacular Schools, — Of the 12 schools enume- 
rated last year by Mr. Chatfield as Having a direct Inificrial grant, 
the schools at Nassick and Maljigaum have been transferred to the 
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North-fcast Division, * Of the remainnig 10, the schools at Sattara 
and Tauna were examincfd by Mr. Chatfield, and those at Sholapoor, 
Callian, the Jaganhath Shankarsh^t^ Fort Branch, GokaldasTejpal, 
Poona City No. I, and Poona^’Camp schools by Mr, Govind Vithal 
Karkare. Mr. Chatfield makes no special remarks on the Sattara 
and Tanna schools. Mr. •Karkare reports of Sholapoor that the 
school is weak in translation, but in every other respect the results 
of his examination were highjjr creditable. Of Callian he reports 
— more favourably than Mr. Chatfield did last year, and the school 
ap})ear8 to have improved. Of the Bombay schools Mr. Karkare 
s]>eaks favourably on the whole, though the Phiglish reading in the 
Gokaldas Tejpal School is bad. The Poona City No. 1 School was 
weak in translation, but otherwise in a satisfactory state. The 
Poona Camp School is not well reported of. 

r 

The Ratuagiri school was not examined. Of the remaining 13 
schools supported from the Vernacular grant, the school at Dhoolia 
has been transferred to the North-East Division, those at Vingorla, 
Dapoolee, and Upper Mahim have been closed on account of insufii- 
cient attendance, and tBat at Lower Mahim (formerly a private 
school) has again, at the request of the Portuguese community, been 
made over to private management. Two new schools of this class 
have been opened at Jooneer and Pundhurpoor, making a total of 10. 
Of these, Mr. Karkare examined the Poona City No. 2, and reports 
most favourably of it, especially in translation. ^Jdr. Chatfield exa- 
mined the school at Waee, and does not appear to have been at all 
satisfied with it. He fmds particular fault w^’th the arithmetic, 
Marathi dictation, and Englisli handwriting of the first and second 
classes. Tlie schools at Jooneer, Pundhurpoor, and Bargee were 
examined by the Poona Beputy. Of the progress of the new schools 
he speaks very favourably, but that at Bfvsee languishes. The 
-Alihagh, Penn, and Bassein schools in the Tanna Sub-Division were 
examined by the Deputy, The two former are favourably reported 
on, but the last does not thrive, tod the iuhahitan|is show but little 
interest in the school. The' Chundunwadi and Amerchuudwadi 
* schools were examined by the Deputies, and seem to be doing fairly, 
but the latter requires a stronger Staff of masters. 

The followiiijg table gives st^istics of the social position of the pa- 
rents of boys attending 1st Gra4e Anglo- Vernacular Schools : —

'Chunduiivfadi do. 
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2nd Grade Anglo-Femacular Schools . — ^The existence, of schools 
of this grade in towns w^here there were 1st Grade Anglo- Vernacular 
Schools was found to be injuriou#, the lower fee> eight annas only, 
tempting boys to attend them’ who would otherwise have gone to 
the 1st Grade Anglo-Vernacular Schools. In other cases it was 
found by experience that advanced Vernacular teaching was sacrificed 
to a desire to impart the rudiments of English. For these causes a 
larger number of the 36 schools which existed at the close of 1869- 
-70 have been made Vernacular Schools, and there are now only 
21 schools of this grade in the Division. The Sattara Deputy 
says that schools of this grade should be encouu^ged, since they 
have been the means of widely spreading a desire for the know- 
ledge of English, and pro|ioses measures for their improvement 
which would really prove tantamount 'to' making them 1st Grade 
Schools. 

The Deputy Inspectors in Bombay consider the existence of this 
grade of schools to be a very great obstacle to the improvement of 
Vernacular education. 

General Remarks. 

(1.) Mr. Chatfield reported last year that measures were in pro- 
gress for the esfaViishment of good English Schools at large towns 
and central stations. I do'" not see any necessity for establishing new 
schools ; what is required is rather the improvement of existing ones, 
and this will, I hope, be possible during the- year 1871-72. 

(2. ) ^rhe Committee for the Encouragement of Marathi Literature 
has during the year made suggestions for the improvement of the 
examination standarfls, and revised standards have received the 
sanction of Government.

.(3.) The other points mentioned by Mr. Chatfield have still 
to be considered, and, where necessary, will receive my early at- 
tention. • ^ - f 

^ Primary Schools . — It is satisfactory again to not^ an increase 
of 83 in the number ^f these schools, and of 5,992 in the attendance. 
The’ increases are due to the general levy of the cess in Poona and 
Ratnagiri. The number of demands from villages for schools was

The Local Cess has only t>een collected in the Poona and Ilatnagiri 


collecterates for the last two years, and it is still possible to meet from 
the proceeds of the cess the needs of primary education. But in 
Sholapoor, Tanna, and Colaba the Local Cess is only adequate to the 
requirements of existing schools. With a view to economizing, as 
far as possible, the funds at our disposal, existing schools have, 
where possible, been converted into Branch Schools, and new Branch 
Schools have been opened, and the officae of the i^^ting staff have 
been revised by fou. The small amoijnt, Rs. 2^7 per mensem, 
* expended under this l5st head bears no undue proportion to the cess 
income of the Division. No 1st Gradg Anglo- Vernacular Schools 
now receive any support from Educational Cess. Of the 13 referred 
to last year by Mr.^Chatfield, only qne, Dhoolia, was aide<yrom the 
Local Cess ; the rest received Imperial funds, which should rightly 
have been devoted to Primary Education ; 10 schools in this Division 
are still aided from this source. Until further and direct Imperial 
graflts are available, it will be impossible to withdraw these grants, 
unless the alternative of closing the schools be resorted to. 

Hindustani Schools. — ^There *aTe 10 Schools!, and M Hindustani 
Classes attached to Marathi Schools in the Division, attended on 
an average By 696 children. They are all Primary Schools, and 
arc not in an efficient state, owing to the wanP of properly trained 
teachers. With the view of supplying this want, a separate Huidu^ 
stani Class was formed in January IdSt in the Poona Training College, 
and is attended by 1 1 pupils. , , ' 
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Female Sc/iools . — Two new scliooh have been opened during 
the year. As far as I dan judge from the reports of the Deputies, 
these schools are not in a very' efficient state, and show few signs 
of vitality. The Sattara Deputy thinks that their improvement 
is only possible with a change in the sentiments of the people in 
regard to the positfon, sphere of action, and capabilities of women.'’ 
He hopes, however, that female teachers, when secured, will some- 
what better the state of the schools. The Ilatnagiri Girls' School is 
still unfavourably reported on (see my Report for 1867-68), but 
the Vengorla aud Dapoolee Schools are described by the Deputy as 
improving^ The Tanna Deputy says that in his Sujb-Division these 
schools make no material progress. As long as they have the charm 
of novelty they are fairly attended, but this soon wears off. He 
reports fairly, Jiowever, of the school at**BdssGin, and well of that at 
Alibagh. , 

Jail Schools M — ^The schools at Poona, Yerowda, Sholapoor, Sattara, 
and Tanna were inspected during the year, and the inspection 
reports are now sent to you. Their state aud progress is by no 
means satisfactory.

Diider the charge of Mils Eichijiond Uiroiighout the year. At the 
close of the year the^ were 10 students receiving stipends. So far 
back as May 1870, orders w^e issued by you that all stipendiary 
students shotdd agree to serve as teachers for two years after leaving 
the school, but up to the close of the year no sach agreements had 
been taken from them. The school was reorganized iu February 
’ last, with the cooperation of a Parsec gentlema,n, Mr* Sorabji Sha- 
fiurji Bengali, and placed in connection with a Girls* School sup- 
ported by him. It was shortly afterwards examined by Mr. Govind 
Vithal Karkare, assisted by the Deputy Inspector of Gnjarathi 
Schools, Bombay. Nine students .were examined under the 3rd 
Standard for Anglo-Vernacular Schools; five passed under the 
1st, nine under « the 2nd, six under the *3rcl, and five under the 4tli 
heads of that standard. Mr. Karkare is of opinion that a more 
. rigid adherence to the standards is necessary on the part of Miss 
Richmond. 

Poona Female Normal SchooL — The class which existed last year, 
under the charge of the Principal of the Training College, was in 
November formed into a separate school, under the care of Mrs. 
Mitchell as Mistress, with an Assistant, and an Anglo-Veniacular 
Teacher. Therb^Vvere 22 students on the rolls at fhe end of the year. 
The school has dot yet beeti examined. 

B. — Non-Governmental Institutions. 

( Education in Native Statesl 

Satoantwadi, — ^The English School at Sawantwadi was examined, 
at the request of the Political Agent, by a Graduate of the Univer- 
sity, Mr. Atchyet Narayan, B.A. Ilis report was not consid<Ted 
*to be a favourable one by the Political Agent, and the Master is 
described by him as wanting in zeal. The number* on the rolls at 
the end of the y(jar was 102, against 118 at the close of last year. 
There are also 19 Primary Schools, with 1,154 pupils on the rolls- 
The standards of instruction in Use in our Government ^schools have 
been introduced iuto^these schools this year, I shall propose to the 
4’olftical Agent that they should be examined by the Deputy Edu- 
cational Inspector, Ratn^ri. HJp to this time he has not had leisure 
to attend tp them, ^ 
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Jkulkote State » — ^The Deputy reports that the eehools ia thie 
State have made a satisfactory advatye in nwher of’isKjbolars and in 
luality of instruction. The number of schools remaii^ the same as 
last year. , -- 

Modnimb. — ^Three Primary Schools and two Branch Sebools have 
i)een opened daring the year. 

The Punt Pratinfdhi of Aoond has buijt a new schoOl-house a^, 
^oond, and has opened one new school. But the Deputy does not 
consider the schpols in this State to be very thriving. .The Punt 
bimself studies English with a Tutor. The schools of thd Punt 
i^uchev of Bhore are not w^l reported of* Indeed, the Poona De- 
puty “Inspector says of •those in his Division that “ they are only 
nominally existing, that they^re carelessly conducted and irregularly 
ittehded, not properly looked after, and ill provided with books and 
furnitiifc,” The* Local Cess is levied in this State, and aomething 
should be done to induce the Chief to improve the condition of these 
schools. - ^

Phultun , — Here a new school-house has been bnilt for the Anglo- 
V^ernacular School. The Deputy reports that this school is (juite 
equal to similar Government schools. Jt SuperinJ;c»dent has been 
appointed by the\2hief for all Ins schools. He himself is studying 
English. 

• • 

Jutt , — In this State the schools are fairly reported of by the 
Deputy fnspector, * One is Anglo-yernacular. Tlie Chietf has ap- 
pointed an educated man to superintend his schools. Complaints 
similar "to those noticed last year by Mr* Cbatfleld are still made by 
the Deputy Inspector, of the uselessness of a mere annualinspeetion 
by ftiis department if fiothing is done to remedy the defects pointed^ 
out. Tables similar to those given at page 117 of your year’s 
Report are given for Phultun and ^awantwadi ; for the other States 
no sufficient ret\trns have been furnished to the Deputy Inspectors.

This return does not include the large public libraries in the city 


of Bombay. I am unable to report any improvement in these so- 
called public libraries. In Poona the Deputy reporta that only two, 
those at Poona and Tullegftum ‘Dabhadey, are actually working. 
The rest have no members, no funds, no newspapers, and no new • 
books. In Sattara^i with the exception of those at Sattaraand Maha- 
bleshwur (which are mainly supported by Europeans), the libraries 
are mere reading-rooms, dependent on the support of Government 
officials, and very poor. In none of the other collectorates do they 
scern to be in a better state.

He is dt‘- 
scribed by him as “intelligent, modest, polite, and desirous of 
improving himself,’^ 

25, Pfnjsical Eduraiion, — I regret to observe but little progress 

fn this important branch of training. Tlie Gymnasium of the Poona 
Training (College progresses fairly under the supervision of a special 
teacher paid from Local Euiids, and seems to be 'somewhat appre- 
ciated by the students. The small one at the Poona Camp School 
is self-su])porting and does })retty rvell. M^. Karkare says of it : “ 1 
saw the hoys gf) through various athletic exercises, and I must say 
I was quite •pleased with their jierformances.” The one starte^.l at 
Basscin last year languishes. Neither of the High Schools has a 
Gymiiasinm. In Poona, attempts have been made for some years 
past to obtain a suitable ))lot of groim.l in the ncnglibourhood of 
the High School, the property of the Chief of Sangli, but bitlierto 
without success.

Remarks , — During this year the Educational Inspector has had 
the advantage of the assistance of the Elphinstone College Professors 
in the exal lination of some ili^h and Anglo-Vernacular Schools. 
Professors Bellairs and Bhandarkar jointly examined the Surat High 
School and the Broach Anglo-Vernacular School, Standards III. 
and IV., in all subjects except in the Vernacular. Professor 
Bellairs further examined the Ahmedabad High and the Nariad 
‘ Anglo- Vernacular Schools, Standards III. and IV., in English, 
geography, history, and mathematics (Nariad). 

Of the 1st Grade Anglo- Vernacular Schools, Camp Deesa and 
Bhownagar were left unexamined. ‘‘ 

A large number of schools remained unexamined In the Surat 
Sub-Division, afi Rao Salieb Mohanlal' Raiichordas Javeri had to 
perform the, duties of the Educational. Inspector for three months. 
Besides, the number of schools, 197, is too large for one man. A 
separate examiner for the Mandvi and Bardoli talukas has there- 
fore been appointed from 1st April 1871, Lately the Mamlutdar 
of Jalalpur, Rao Saheb Harilal Mohanlal, formerly Deputy Edu- 
cational Inspector of Kheda, has undertaken the examination of 
the schools of his taluka. It is therefore to be expected that

$p])arato I^orti on the examination of the three HigV Schools 
have been sent to you. 

IL IsT Grade Anglo-Vernacular ScHOots. - 

The Broach and Nariad Schools have done well. Of the^rst 
Professor Bellairs speaks in the highest terms. He says : The 
condition of thi^ school seems to me to be admirable. The disci- 
pline, the neatness and efficiency which I found there amongst the 
hoys and their masters, re#ect the highest credit on the Head Mas- 
ter.*’ * Professor Bhandarkat is of opinlo*n that mathematics 
the school made a good apjwarance.” Regarding Naijad Professor 
Beflairs says : From the table given above, it will be seen that 
tlie boys did well.’’ “ I have pleasure in calling attention to the 
evident zeal of the Head Master, and the efficiency of the school 
generally.” The Parsce Panchayat School at Surat did creditably. 
I am sorry that I cannot speak favourably of the Kheda, Nowsari, 
and Camp Baroda schools. The state of the latter school was 
simply scandalous. It has now been closed on account of the 
opening of the Gaik wadi High School, tn Nowljg-ri flie staff is mu^ 
too weak for an efficient institution. At Balsad, *too, the results 
were not satisfactory. Tlie results of the examination of the three 
Branch Schools at Alimedabad and Rajkote do not offer much 
Itiattcr 4ir congratulation, while those of the Surat Brandy Schools 
were not unfavourable. A thorougli reorganization and change of 
staff, such as will be shortly effected for the Alimedabad and Surat 
Branches, are desirable.

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III. Second Grade Anglo-Vernaciti^ar Schog 

I examined this year a great porti<p of these institutions, and 
have come to the conclusion that, wfth two or three exceptions, they 
in the xillahs ought to he greatly reformed or abolished* The 
results of the examination, except in Mahudha, are not encouraging. 
Kspecially the badness of the English pronunciation beggars all 
description. The masters are mostly incompetent to teach their 
subjects, as they are frequently old Normal Scholars who have 
learned a few books only of the English series, or boys from t^c 
High Schools. 

Generally speakftig, English education in this Division will be 
greatly benefited by a more careful selection of the teachers, a closer 
superintendence of the working of the schools, and a concentration 
of the available funds on fewer schools witli a strong feaching staff, 
lleforms iu this direction ha^e already been ordered by you and 
partly carried out. I hope that already next yqar the good results 
will be perceptible. •The system of granting scholarships to cess- 
payers’ children from the interest of the Local Cess Reserve Fund 
has been carried out in Surat, and will shorljy come into operation 
ill Broach. 

IV. Primary Schools for Boys. 

There is a continued improvement iu these schools* and it has 
Jiiecn due chiefly to ftie partial introduction* of tlie sj^tem of pay- 
ment by results, as laid down in your Code of Rules for the Train- 
ing College. In making the Budget for lS?'0“71 I found only - four 
schools in such a state ^ to admit of the introduction of the system

In 
Kheda the people themselves voluntarily provided the first year’s 
openses. 

VI. Primary Schools for Girls. 

There is a decrease in scholars and in schools, hut an improve* 
incut in the number passed under Standards. Three girls at 
Kerwada and Nariad passed under the 4th Standard- In the 
former place*' the instruction is conducted by a Mistress. The 
decrease iri pupils is attributed by the Deputies to the great number 
of marriages which were celebrated this year, and the ignorance of 
the people, Avho do not see the value of education for females. 

VIL Training College and Schools. 

The Ahmedabad Training College furnished during tlie y(‘ar 29 
trained Masters and 15 unpassed Assistants and Branch School Mas- 
ters. The Vmiher on the rolls at the end of the year was ninety- 
nine. The College appears now to he w(irking 8l;rictly in accordance , 
with the plan laid down hy you in your Code. The Drawing, Gym- 
nastic, and Physical Science Classes are - now fully provided with 
ajiparatus. The Principal complains of the sveakness of the scholars 
ill the' Preparatory Class. He says; ^‘We were supposed here to 
revise the 4th Standard in the Preparatory Class. But it is a mere 
supposition. Actually we teach for the first time a great part of 
the matter of it.*’ I fear that this state of ihings cannot be reme- 
died very quickly. Too many Vernacular Masters are iu the 
babit of promoting^their pupils before they have finished the subjects 
oiP books prescribed for the longer classes. I have brought this 
practice to your notice on •various occasions. The subjoined table 
shows the details ^to appointments of masters.

Tiie Ilaicliand Dipchand Schools at Surat, and those of Rao 
Bahadur Maganbhai m Ahmedabad, have continued to improve iu 
efficiency. The Maganbhai School No. 1 passed four out of six 
pupils presented under the 4th Standard, The Training Class, 
consisting of eleven pu^nls, connected with this seh<X)l, which has 
been since OctoVer 1870 under the su}>erintendeiice of Mrs. Summers, 
will, I hope,, soon furnish us with Mistresses for some of the town 
schools. 

A — Schools under Inspection onlv. 

The Rastamji Jainscdji Jijibhai English School at Damann seems 
to have done well. I cannot say much iu favour of the Zarthosti 
Madressa at Nowsari and the Gandevi school. In the latter place 
the whole work had been left to a single teacher.

So mueli for Vernacular School results and jirogress, 

&th^ Grades of Sehoots.~^%e High Schools were examined by 
College Professors, wiio hare submitted their reports to you, as 
have also the High School Head Masters, 
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The tables at the beginning of para, 10 show a decrease in High 
School attendance of 43 at Belgaum and i>f 1 6 at Kolapoor ; the 
decrease at Belgaum is explained by Mr, Hoogwarf to be owing 
to the first adoption of a higher standard (the 3rd Anglo- Vernacular 
standard) for High -School admission. The number (six) of 1st 
Grade Anglo- Vernacular Schools and of 2nd gradg Anglo-Vernacular 
Schools (twenty-four) is the same as in 1869-70. 

The number of pupils in the 2nd grade schools has decreased, whit3h 
is not to be regretted. There is an increase in the number of pupils 
in 1st grad^ Anglo- Vernacular Schools as follows : — of 42 at Carwar, 
of 30 at. Kulladgjiee, of 7 at Dliarwar, of 4 at Coompta ; total increase 
83 (see first table, para. 10). * The increase* (30) atKulladghee seems 
due mainly to the new Head Master, whose appointment is npticed in 
the beginning of this Report. The iiierease at Carwar (42) is also 
creditable to tlie Head Master, and sliows great progress there since 
last year. Against this increifse of 83 is a decrease of 52, thus 
explained : — the Sirej English School has sent no return up to date, 
on which aocoilnt its number of pupils (aboat 35) is shown as 
decrease. (The Head Master is on sick leave, and I caulSl^yet get 
any competent man to take his jOacc, owing to tlie bad repute of the 
climate.) To this decrease of 35 add deci^asc of 17 in the B'el^lWlTi 
Anglo- Vernacular Scliool — total decrease 52. 

Three of tlicse schoPl^ only — -Carwar, Coom^)ta, and^rcy — passed 
boys in the 4tli Anglo- Vernacular standard, and none in the 5tli, so 
tliat English studies hre higher in Canara than in otken villas. 

The net increfwse in schools and scholars, iiz., 1 5 schools (includ- 
ing one Girls’ School5 ^nd l,23(i scholars (as shown in bogjiuning of 
para^lO), is in Vernacular Schools only. 

Jail^cmd Police Schooh . — No returns. I visited them at Dhar- 
war and Kulladghee. I agree with my Deputies in thmking that 
th^ schools , cannot sho^v! better results without paid masters and a 
school system. 

I give here an extract from my Dlharwar Deputy’s report, which 
may serve as ^ sample of progress and bring out some noticeable 
points. 

He writes : — 

' • 

"" By comparing this year’s results with those of the last year, 
1 arrive at the following conclusions 
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The number of boys examined in Anglo- Vernacular stand- 
ards is more tha^ the double of that examined last year. 

‘‘(6) The mwnber of boys passed in each head of each Anglo- 
Vernacular standard is greater by half than that passed last 
year. 

** (c) For the first time the 3rd Anglo- Vernacular standard has 
been reached (school at Hooblee). 

The Vernacular part in Anglo-Vernacular Schools has 
much improved over the last year. 

(e) For the first time the 5th Vernacular standard has been 
attempted in Vernacular Schools (school at Bettigiri, Talooka 
Dharwar).

Large cess-payii^ 
tracts perhaps have no village in them where a school wonld be 
well attended, and, on the other hand, places where there are Brah- 
mins and traders, as well as cultivators, and where schools would 
flourish, perhaps pay very Mttle cess. Af present ^the talooka, not 
the ^ village^ is the unit of expenditure. As the school-cess collec- 
tions in a village, or group of tillages, are not enougB to pay for a 
school, they are luniped into a talooka fund, out of which schools * 
are opened at places where they are likely to be \^ell attended. In^ 
this way, the larger tomis or villages sometimes get schools at thff 
expense of distant cess-payers who have no school. To adjust thes?i 
inequalities, the Director of Public InstniCtion has propd&ed (1) ’to 
credit each village with its cess-payments, and to divide each talooka 
into groups of villages, placing a school in the middle pf each group, 

and (2) to get a«chool-rate levied in towns. * •

to these map8#when school-building sites are to be selected, 
the buildings may be in central school-pW|^, and of usg^^'^“ « 
neighbouring hamlets. But, as noticed last year, the 
town-rates for sdhools must be adopted before the plant 
centres and scbool-groups of cess-paying villages can bel 
carried out.

students, were filled up. The students of the College dividedj 
in accordance with para, (i of the Director of Piiblic Instruction’^ 
letter No. 486d of the 23rd March 1870, into fiv(^^lasses, viz^ 
the first class consisting of second-year men, the second and th 
classes of first-year men, and the fourth and fifth classes of preparl 
tory students. 

These classes continued regularly to be under the, instructions .oi 
October ccrtifjpate College Tutors up to Octdlier last, in whicb

Ilis manner of teaching, his amiability and simjilicity, have endeared 
him so much to l\is pupils'** that he can hardly be forgotten. » lie is 
more a friend than a teacher, and his teaching is very impressive. 

16. The last man of whom I have to speak is Mr. S. Bhimrao 
Gazewalli.* He is both a Teacher of Method and the Head Master 
of the Pra(f'siug School. He has given me some satisfaction in the 
latter capacity, and it remains to be seen what he will do in the 
former during tlie next' term. The importance of a Practising 
School to the Training College, to which it is attached, cannot be 
over-rated. Mr. Pcilc, in his letter No. 3289, of the 27th Novem- 
ber 1869, attributes the defect that was then perceptible to him in 
the state of the College to' the want of a Practising School. I quite 
concur with him. Since the removal of the College into the town of 
Belgaum wc have had a good,t though not a flourishing, Practising 
School, and it has had a great influence, in making ihc student a 
Practising Teacher. Theory and practice go, in the College, hand 
in hand, as they should, because whatever is taught in the (College 
claves is reduced to practice in the Practising School.

The Local FuSid Scholarship sdieme will not come into gene- 
ral operation till 1871-72. 

4. Local Fund Pensions for Verahmlar School Masters are now • 
provided for in British districts, wik reference to Kolapoor 
(and the sam6 applies to other Foreign Sta^el the Deputy Inspecto|^ 
^ of Kolapoor remarks that nothing is knowi^b have been definitely 
settled as yet, and he adds, “ the early settlcnSnt of this mat(j?r is 
most anxiously looked for by a large class of servants employed iu 
the department which I have the honour to represent.” 
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5. The scheme for training Native Schoolmistresses (para, 1 1 G 
and following paras, of the Director of PuWic Instruction’s last 
Annual Iteport) not muc"b further advanced this year than it was 
last year, in this part of the country at least. Only my Dham^ar 
Deputy hopes to succeed in getting some female’ teachers for Girls’ 
Schools at Hoohlee -after a time. 

f). . Special Education for Mahomedam . — Some advance hashecn 
made in this, though without increase of schools, by getting better 
Hindustani school-books, and by placing Mahomedan students in the 
Training College, who are taught partly by a Mahomedan teacher, 
partly by the regular Training College staff.

8. The revision of ,the English Reading Scries is, I believe, 
proceeding under the committee ajipointed for that j>urpose. Mr. 
Oxenham has sent me their first book, the plan of which is tj-ansla- 
tion from and jnto Englislnand Vernacular. 

9. Sanskrit teachers hare now l)een appointetr in the Training 
College and in 1st Grade Anglo- VeniJieuiai Schools. 

10. The Local Fund Budgets are now prej ared early in the year 
(in the rains). They call for no special remark here. 

11. The Canarese committee was establislicd early in the year, 
and met several times during the year. Sehool-hooks were criticized ; 
books wanted were noted down ; a standard of orthography end 
grammai* (that of Bangalore bp-^ks) was agreed on ; a prize for a 
translation of Smiles’s Sclf-Ikfp was awarded ; a prize for a commen- 
tary on Raja Shekhara’\^cclcbrated Canarese poem) was offered, 
and is now^ being compyW for. 

12. Remarks ojjphe working' of the Educational Cess, and kin- 
dred matters, havesjecn made above, para. 19. 

13. Branch Schools,” or elementary Vernacular Classes, where 
a Vernacular school proper cannot be maintained, for want either of 
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fiinds, or of sufficient!}^ large attendance. Local Fund budget pro- 
vision for these begins with the year 1871-72. They will, as far as 
they go, represent education in yillagea and hamletsi until town rates 
for schools are levied, and until cess expenditure can be tedistributed. 

14. In June I assembled all the 2nd Grade Anglo- Ver- 
nacular teachers id the Southern Division, aboirt 30 in number (ex- 
cepting oTrdy those of schools on the Canara coast), at Dharwar, for 
examination. The test was not a high one, being only •the 5rd 
Anglo- Vernacular Standard. The examination was the same as tliat 
for 1st Class Certificates for loiver Appointments under Govern- 
ment,” special afteiition being paid to Epglisli pronunciation, and 
also to English handwriting, and a general elementary knowledge of 
English, Two only entirely failed at this examination, and were 
removed or sent to purely Veniacnlar work. Tha rest had certifi- 
cates given- them, qualifyingjhcm to act as 2nd Grade Anglo- Verna- 
cular teachers till further orders, 2 .c., till they should be required to 
pass a higher examination, or till better qualified men should he 
appointed in their places. In the same way, while tra^iHing, 1 exa- 
mined, in Canara and (dsewherc, this grade of teachers, and refused 
certificates to one or two who were quite ifufit. This improvemeut 
has been begun in this, one of the weakest points in our system. 

15. I notice here that my Dharwar Deputy is the *onIy one out 
of the four who Jias given satisfection in the«fiatter (J’. attendance at 
ialooka committees# My Belgaum Deputy’s non-attendance at these 
committees has been brought to my notN?e repeatedly during the last 
two years by the dis^’ict authorities, and he has been called to ac- 
count for it. Of course Deputy Inspectors cannot attend all these 
comfnittecs, any more than Inspectors can attend all district com- 
mittees, unless their meetings are distributed over a reasonable time, 
and held at couveuient intervals during the year ; but the difficulties 
cfn' generally be surmounted by an active Deputy, like the Dharwar 
one, who docs not shirk work, affi|||hey are no excuse for neglect or 
evasion (as in the case of Belgaum)#^^ 

16. I ju^ notice here (1) the estabUl^ient of an Imperial 1st 
Grade Anglo- Vernacular School at HoobNk^Dharwar) ; (2) a Go^ 
vernment grant of lls. 50 per mensem, to^k met by a Municipal 
grant of equal amount, for a 1st Grade Anglo-Vernacular School at 
Gudug, Bettigiri (Dharwar) ; (3) a Municipal grant of Rs. .50 per 
mensem for a 1st Grade Anglo- Vernacular School at Hidlial (Canara) 
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to be met by an equal amount from any other available funds ; (4) a 
slight increase to the Imperial grant for Vernacular Schools, Southern 
Division, which t has been assigned to Canara, as most in need of it ; 
(5) reviseti and increased pay granted after some years’ waiting to 
Deputjy Inspectors. These subjects belong i^lso to next year’s 
Report. , ^ 

17. Deputy Inspectors were told to make certain inquiries about 
Vaccination when visiting their schools. They have done so. They 
report that vaccination is generally attended to in towns, but neglected 
in remote villages, many of which, it appears, remain unvisited by 
Vaccinators for years together. Our schools affoi d the Vaccinator 
an opportunity of seeing numbers of children together at once ; and 
the schoolmaster might help him in persuading the village people, 
who generally seem to have strong prejudices against vaccination, 
or against Government action in the matter. My Deputies’ reports 
have been sent to the Superintendent of Vaccination S. D. for his 
information. Instructions and notices in Vernacular about vaccina- 
tion were <ltt/*ulated by me, at the request of the Vaccination Depart- 
ment, iu all village schools, Southeni Division, when I first came to 
it,^ five or six years ago.

Changes in Personnel. — ^The only changes in the Inspecting 
Staff in the year under i?j 0 j)ort were the temporary changes consequent 
on my leaving India in April on six months* leave. On leaving 
I made over charge of my Office to the Senior Dej)uty Inspedor, 
and, as directed by you, he was shortly relieved of his charge by 
Mr. K. M. Chatfield, B. A., Acting Educational Inspector, Cen- 
tral Division. In Jmie Government appointed Mr. Govind Vithal 
Karkare, B.A., to act for me, and Mr. Karkare took np his acting 
appointment on the 2nd July. I resumed charge of the Division 
on the 22iid October. 

There were some important changes at the IligK Schools. 

Dhulia High SehooL — ^IMr. Vithal Narayan Pathak, M.A., Head

Ahmednagar High School , — I regret to have to record the death 
of Mr. Janardhan Vinayak Bapat, M.A., who liail been Head Mas- 
ter of the Ahmednagar High School from its establishment in 18(>H.

June he obtamed two months* leave on medical certificate, lie 
died on the Gth July, after a service in the department of only six 
years. As First Assistant Master at the Elpliinstone High School 
he had proved himself an able teacher. Mr, Govind Ilamchandra 
Bhagwat, M.A., was ajijiointcd to succeed Mr. Bapat as Head Mas- 
ter of the Ahmednagar School, but was in charge of the rchool 
about a fortnight only, when ho w\as temporarily transfi^red to 
llatnagiri.

Educational Department has derived no benefit whatever from the 
Sums carried to “ Reserve Fund,” but Government having, at your 
reiquest, sanctioned the investment of the reserves, the interest 
will be available for educational purposes. Four per cent. Govern- 
ment paper has been purchased of the nominal value of lls. 1 1,300, 
being Rs. B,500 for Khandesli, Rs. 3,300 for Ahmcdnagar, and 
Rs, 2,500 for Nassick. ' The amount thus invested is shown as 
expenditure in the accounts for the year.

Standard for Vernacular Schools. 
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Government Schools. 

Ili(jh 8cliooh, — The* two Schools in this Division wore very 
carelully exaniinetlhy me, the Dhulia.IIigh School in November and 
tlie Ahmcdnaciar High School in January ; and detailed reports show- 
ing the state of these schools have been submitted to yon. The 
report of Dr. Kielhorn, wdio examined the A hmednngar High School 
in Sanskrit, lias also been forwarded to you. I subjoin some re- 
marks ‘on, each school, 

DhuJia lliyh SekooL — There h.as been some improvement in the 
attendance at this school. The average monthly numbiT of j)npils 
on the rolls thi'onghont the ye/ir wiis 22 more than 4ri tint previous 
year, and the mniiber on the rolls at tlie end of the year was Kb”). 
Still the school is small fora High School. Very lew hoys belong to 
the tow’u ; out of the whole nunihcr attending the school ordy 27 
are Dhnlia hoys. Nearly all the pn])ils are Brahmins, and many of 
them are very jioor. Only 17 are the sons of persons of indepen- 
dent means. "This school niatrieidated five pnpds. 

AhmedatAjar High School, — The attendance at tins school in- 
creased tosyards the close of tlie year, and the nnniber of pnjiils on 
the rolls at the end of the year was 17 lb About half the hoys 
belong to the town, llather more than half are Brahmins : and 
among the rest arc Hindus of various castes, and a few Par,s(‘es, 
Musalmans, Jews, and (diristians. The p(‘opie of Ahmednagar 
take a real interest in education ; and the Ah.nedna^^ar Mnnieijiality 
has set a noble exainjile to other municipalities by contrihuiing 
njiwards of ll,0t)0 rupees towanls th(‘ erection of a new building 
for the High School, which was much ne^alod. The sum of 

Rs. 10,000 has been actually pai«l into the Treasury, and has been 
> * * 
snp])lemcnted by a grant fruni (Jovernraent of cijual amount. The 

sum of Rs. l,‘17d, which is recpiired to make up the estimated cost 

of the building, will he paid 1)V the Muni ci]m lily ' as soon as it is 

wanted. The Go^ernmeut grant was not made till after the close 

of the year, as the sum provided for building-grants in the year 

under report bad been exliausted. I may mention liere that the 

Second Grade Anglo- Vernacular School at Ahmednagar, which was 

if flourishing school o^\s class, and had done its best to supply the 

place of a regular feeder to the High School, has since the year 

closed had its staff much strengthened, and now ranks as a First 

Grade School, When the new building is completed, the premises 
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nt present occupied by the High School will be made over to the 
Anglo- Vernacular School. I trust that ere long the Ahmednagar 
High School will take a high glace among the 8clv>ol3 of its class. 
At the last examination it matriculated four pupils, • 

First Grade A 7 iglo~Vernacular Schools, — No change was made in 
the number of First Grade Anglo- Vernacular Schools in this Divi- 
sion during the year. They were all examined by me, and the re- 
sult of my examination of each school was on the whole satisfactory. 
At the Nassick Scliool, the senior class, which was examined under 
thedtli Standard, did remarkably well in some subjects, and showed 
wa^akness in others. The classes examined under the lower standards 
all did well. Tlie Malligaum school also tiiaelies as high as the 4tli 
Standard, and the school generally has made progress since last 
year, Imt the result of the examination uftdcr Standard IV. was not 
very 8;jtisfaclory. Tlio Dhulia school is a feeder to ffte High School, 
and does not t(*ach higher than the 5rd Standard. The senior class 
at tliis school did better in some respects than the senior class of 
last year ; but more attention must be given to copy-writing aud- 
also to translation. Special circumstances have caused a decrease in 
the attendance at the Aiiglo-A^ernaciilar Schools at Malligaum and 
Dhulia. At Dhulia, a few months before the close of the oilieial 
year, a private Anglo- Vernacular Seliool was opeiu*d by a young 
man who Avas educated at the High Scl^^ol, and as tlie fee charged 
by him is lower tiiian that, charged at the Governnieuta/Vnglo-Verna- 
cnlar School he Ims obtained a considerable number of pupils. 
The competition is not ‘to be regretted.* I trust that the GoATrn- 
meat Scliool will show its superiority at the High Scliool entrance - 
examinations. At Alalligaum the* decrease in the attendance has 
beeir caused hy the removal of the cstnhlishments belouging to the 
KhaTuTe*slr Revenue Survey, and by tlie re- 0 ])euiiig of the Church 
Missiionarv Society’ 8 English School. I learn trom the Head Mas- 
tef that as many as twenty of his most regular pupils have left the 
school, owing to the completion of the Khandesh Survey, aud»thc 
consequent removal of the Native sifbordiuates whose families had 
been for many years located at Malligaum. 

Second Grade AiigloA^ernacxilar Schools, ^^Fhere has been a 
T increase of 2 Second Grade Anglo- AT^rnaeuW* Schools and of 351 * 
Scholars. Schools of this class arc not generally very satisfactory ; 
but this, I think, is not so much owing to the incompetenoe of the 
English teachers as to the vacillation of the people. A petition ia 

35 A pi , 
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got up and is signed by the requisite number of inhabitants, who 
express themselves willing to pay the higher foo, and their school, 
hitherto only a Veniacular School, is made a Second Grade Anglo- 
Vernacular Sc*hool; but of the fifteen or more who subscribed their 
names, perhaps not more than six or eight, who were probably 
originators of the xnovement, really wish their children to learn 
•English (at the price demanded) ; and after a time the number 
of English pupils fiills off, and the teaching of English is discontinued 
till a little fresh enthusiasm can be excited. In the Abmednngar 
Sub-Division three Second Grade Anglo-Vernacnlar Schools became 
Vernacular Schools during the year, and two Vernacular Schools 
became Second Grade Anglo- Vernacular Schools. In the Kbaiidesli 
Sub-Division the six Second Grade x\nglo-V^n*nacuhtr Schools that 
were in existence at the hegiiming of the year maintained their 
position ; and the schools at Sow' da, Parola, and Namliirbar, which 
were formerly Second Grade Anglo-Vernacular Schools, resumed tile 
teaching of English, and again attained the r^iik of Second Grade 
Anglo-Verijccular Schools. The l)e]nity Inspeclor, Khandesh, says ; 

It is a great pity that the number of tliese schools is always 
fluctuating; owing to a ri’ule having been made to have at least 
fifteen boys to form an English class.” I am clearly of o])inion 
that the Department cannot afford to maintain an English teacher 
for the instrucjtion of than fifteen boys (who pay a fee of only 
eight annas). ' During Jny tour I cx^iinined ten tea^diers of laiglisli 
at Second Grade Anglo- Vernacular Schools, and 1 found seven of 
them qualified to teach the English of the 1st and 2nd Standards, 
which is all that is ri'quired at such schools.* > The otlicr three arc 
barely competent to teach the Cnd Standard English, or to teach 
English at all. On the other hand, three or four of the tcii are 
fairly qualified to teach the English of 3rd Standard, It is, h'oVcver, 
no doubt desirable to have teachers whose knowledge of Engli^li is 
more extensive, and to have only a few 2nd Grade Anglo-Vc^rnaouTar 
Schools of superior quality at places where the demand for English 
is great enougli to sujijiort thorn. If some of the Municijialities 
avail themselves of your offer to supjdemciit a Municipal coiitrihu- 
tian of Rs. 50 per mci^;^em by a Government grant of equal amount, 
such schools can be (^jcahlished : and wdieii the Local Fund Reserve 
investments have been compacted, clever hoys at other places wdio 
desire to learn English (or some of them) will be able to obtain 
scholarships, which they can hold at Anglo- Vernacular Schools, 
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Lower Clftss Sc/iooh, — (For Boys.) In the Local Fund Budgets 
for the year considerable sums were allotted for the building of 
school-houses, and the increase iij the nuinhcr of Lower Class Schools 
has been small. The net increase shown in the table ^Is 3.5 ; but the 
real net increase is qjdy 19, and only two of the nineteen arc (principal) 
schools. The rest are branch schools ; and a V^^u^h scliool, wdiieh 
is tanglit by an assistant teacher, is not only small in itself, but it 
fre(picntly causes a decrease in the attendance at the principal school. 
Branch schools wTre formerly considered })ortions of the schools to 
which they w ere at taclu‘d ; and they are shown as se})arate schools this 

year for t he first time. iSixtecu branch schools which were in existence 

• * 

in Klumdesli at the ejid of the year 181)9-70 were not shown as 
schools ill lh(‘ Bejiorf for tliat year. In the Ahmednagar Sub-Division 
tlie net increase i)i ihcnmnhcr of Lower Class Schools is seven: one 
of th(\sc was in existence In the ynvvious year as a ‘.^Pid Grade Anglo- 
^'ernacuhir School and six* are branch schools. Eleven branch 
schools were opened during the year, and five (principal) schools 
WTi’e closed ; so that the increase in the nuinhcr of scli^ols is little 
more than nominal. In this Suh-Division there is a siuall*ncreasc 
in the iminher of scliolars. In the Khaudesh Sub-Division, although 
tlierc has been a net increase of one (principal) school and eleven 
branch schools, there is a decrease in tlie number of scholars. Pari 
of this decrease is owing to tlie transfgr of three Ijirge Vernacular 
Schools to the ejass of 2iid Griycle Anglo- Vernacular Schools. Tak- 
ing tlie two classes* of schools togctJicr, tlic decrease is about five 
per cent. This decrease is thus accoanted for by the Deputy In- 
spector ^ Khandosh is full of cotton- traders. In the last year * 
they all suffered very heavily in -tlie trade, and bccaine unable to 
pat7 the servants they want. They ha\e therefore withdrawn their 
childfdTTrfrom schools, and substituted them for their paid servants. 
Thjs lias greatly added to the present decrease in the total number 
tff scholars. The loss tlio jieoyde have sustained in the cotton trade 
is so great as to excite pity for them. They say they not 

realized even one-fourth of a ruyiee they spent.” There is some 
improvement in the attainments of scholars at Lower Class Schools, 
as showm by the numbers that jiassed under the several standards,^ 
• Most of the schools of this class 'that I exaii^ed w'ere in a fail- state. 

There are 38 Branch Schools in this Division — 27 in the Khandesh 
Sub-Division, and 1 1 in the Ahmednagar Sub-Division, ' A Branch 
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School is suitable only for a small village, or hamlet, in the neigh- 
bourhood of a larger one, where the number of boys is small and 
the education required very elementary. The greatest cost of a 
Branch School is Rs. per mensem — eight rupees for the teacher’s 
salary, and eight annas for contingencies. Some Branch Schools 
cost less. 

Hindustani Schools . — These are included in Lower Class Schools^ 
Most of them are styled Classes, and are attached to Marathi Schools. 
There are in Khandesh eighteen such classes (in the previous year 
there were nineteen) and one school. In the Ahmednagar Sub- 
Division two new Hindustani Schools have been opened — one at 
Nassick and one at Yeola — and the number of Hindustani Schools irr 
this Sub-Division is now four. The Hindustani Schools at »l>hulia 
and Ahmednagar, both of which I visited, are in a \ery fair state. 
But Hindustani Schools, or ("lasses, generally do not give much satis- 
faction. Tlicre is not at ]:)resent a sufrply of /^‘ven tolerably good 
teachers fojjp Hindustani Schools. Sometimes Mahoniedans who are 
reputed^to be learned can he obtained ; hut it is very diflicult to get 
ail efficient Hindustani teacher. Some of the best of our Mahornedan 
pupils learn Marathi, a knowledge of which recommends them for 
employment in Government offices. 

Girls' Schools . — The .number of these schools isj. tlie same as in 
the previous year. The only Girls’ Schools in,^tlus Division that 
give much satisfaction arc those at Dhulia and Ahmednagar. Both 
of these I examined. Some of the girls at D|iulia were examined 
under the 3rd Standard ; but tliey were not up to the standard in 
Arithmetic. Both schools are deficient in Arithmetic. The Nagar 
school is a large one (IIG on the rolls and 71 present at the exami- 
nation) ; but none of the girls had got beyond the 2nd Standard, and 
the majority of them had not reached the Ist Standard. TlkO 
Nassick Girls’ School does not prosper. 

^ # 

Jail and Folice Schools . — These schools (two Jail Schools and 
one Police School) are only inspected by this Department. The 
Deputy Inspector, Khj^desh, reports that the Jail School at Dhulia 
m making good progress ; but the Deputy Inspector, Ahmednagar, 
gives a very bad account of the Jail School and the Police School 
at Ahmednagar. He says; — The former is only a nominal school, 
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and kept up, I believe, for show only* The Police School has not 
reached that state as yet, but may approach the same in time/^ 

. • 

Normal Schools. — The only school of this kind in this Division 
is the Training Glass or School at Dhulia, This Training Class, 
which’ is connected with the Dhulia No. I. Yernacular School, is 
maintained at a small cost, and it promises to be a very useful insti- 
tution. Hitherto it has only undertaken to give candidates for 
teacherships one year’s training (and instruction) ; but the staff has 
now been strengthened, and the course will extend over two years. 
The Terminal aiKl Entrance Examinations, held towards the close of 
the year under report, I conducted myself, and I w^as well satisiied 
with tlie results. At the Terminal Examination, out of 2G students 
examined, 20 j)assed the examination ‘^with credi^^’ many of them 
obtaining very high marks. Tlie remaining six would have passed 
with credit if they had obtained the necessary number of marks in 
Arithmetic. At thu Entrance Examination 88 candidates were exa- 
mined and 33 jmssed the examination. The vacanclis (twenty) 
were all filled by candidates who had passed the examination ‘‘ with 
credit.” There are now in the class 40 students preparing for the 
Certificate Examination,

Since the last year the practice of isaaing Books gratis, 
either as prize-books or class-books, has been discontinued. The 
amount credited is Bs, 3,608-4-9, against Rs. 2,26 9-K-6 of 1859-70. 
The value of Stock received during the year is Rs, 6,356-8-2, against 
R-s, 7,968-2-0.

Althovigh the death of my predecessor is noticed in your Report 
for last year, I cannot here refrain from expressing in this place the 
very deep sense of his loss which is felt by the whole College. The 
youngest students did not fail to be impressed by h^ learning, and 
those who had enjoyed greater opportunities of profiting by his 
lectures were even more im^^rcssed by his entire devotion to their 
welfare and interests, and were better able to appreciate tho depth 
and variety of his attainments. I am not using ^any conventional 
form, but stating the simple truth when I assure you that the stu- 
dents of this,College in losiyg Mr. Hughlings feel that they have 
lost a friend whonf they valued and trusted, as well as a teacher 
whose learning they still admire. 

2. Number on the Rolls,— The University having matriculated 
giily the same number in 1870 as in 1869, and the now College of 
^ St.. Xavier, with its learned and able teaching staff, having naturally 
'Attracted some of the successful candidates, the supply of freshmen 
^ was diminished, and the total number on the college rolls less than 
last year. The difference between the figures in theHijurth and 
fifth columns is due to the fact that the close of the official year is 
the time when the attendance is always about the minimum of the 
whole year. Students who fail in either B.A. or F.A. Examin- 
ations frequently leave College to escape j^ayment of the fee, aiid ^ 
return in the next term. To avoid the considerable loss which this 
practice entails on the Fee Fund, it has recently beeu resolved to 
collect half the terminal f<^ before the University examinations. 
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Of the 133 students on the rolls at the end of the year, 70 arc 
Hindoos, 50 Parsees, 3 Mussalmans, and 1 Protestant. Of the 
Hindoos 36 are Marathi Brahmans,! 9 are Shenvis, 4 arc Nagar 
Brahmans, 14 are Prabhns, 6 arc Banias, 3 arc Bhatias, 2 are 
Kayastas, 1 Sonar, 1 Kunbi, 2 Telangus, and 1 Kshatriya.

College Buildings . — On the 20th of February 1871 the College 
was moved into its ]jermanent‘ abwle, and from that date Elphinstone 
College in the Co^vasjoe Jehangir building link together in honour- 
able commemoration the names of a statC'srnan whose far-sighted 
policy, and a citizeji whose princely mimibccnce, Bombay must ever 
remember with gratitude. I would beg to call your attention to the 
Reports of Professors Candy and Lyon with regard to the new^ build- 
ings. The want of small lecture-rooms w^as apparent from our first 
occupation of the new College, apd tlie experience of a rainy season 
has practically shown how much protection from the weather is 
necessary. It will, 1 think, found advisable to screen off portions 
of the verandah, as suggested by Professor C?uidy. Professor Lyon’s 
suggestion is, however, one w4iich, if you approve, sliould be im- 
mediately acted upon, and the Public Works Department authorities 
requested to add the partition desired to the Gymnasium building. 
The cost of this addition will, I understand, be about Rs. 300. 
Dr. Lyon assures me that the space thus obtained wall be amply 
sufficient for his Laboratory, and the remaining sj)ace will be quite ,, 
large enough for a satisfactory Gymnasium.

Before j^e.aving this portion of my Report, I have much pleasure 
in bringing to your notice the result of a communication with the 
Agent of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, to whom I wrote, on 
our first occupation of the new College, inforniing him that the 
. students and professors. w^ere constantly disturbed, and complained 
of 'the very frequent aSd apparently unnecessary noise made by 
engine-drivers in the immediate neighbourhood of the College. The 
authorities of the Railway most courteously responded by issuing

such iustmctlons that no unnecessary whistling is now made, and 
College is as little disturbed as possible by the passage of 
engines or trains. ^ 

The serious illness of the late Acting Principal at Ihc end of the 
first term in last jeear, and the unavoidable delay in the appointmeTit 
of hi& successor, were circumstances most unfortunate for the two 
senior classes, who thus lost a month’s teaching in some subjects at 
the most fritical ]»eriod of their college course, with results a|)p|irent 
•in the University Examinations held in November and December 
last. 

Lastly, I would beg to record my sense of the zealous cooperation 
of the Professors and Fellows during th^ time that I have had tbe 
honour of being associated with them.

Sir,— I have the honour to lay before you the follow inj^ Report 
of the Deccan College for the year 1870-71. 

2. On the 11th of July 18/0 Mr. II. G. Oxenham, M.A., 
Professor of English Literature, was appointed Acting Princi})al of 
Elphinstone College, and continued to perform tlie duties of that 
post till the middle of April 187 L For the first few months of liis 
absence his work at this College was divided among the remaining 
Professors and Tutors, and in November 1870 Mr. II. P. Jacob, 
Head Master of the Poona High School, w^as appointed Acting 
Professor of English Literature. Mr. Jacob entered upon his duties 
with energy and judgment, and proved a great addition to tlie 
College staff. We have also had the misfortune to be deprived 
since JFcbruary 18th, 1871, of tlje services of Dr. F. Kielhorn, who, 
after five years of zealous and fruitful labours, has been compelled 
by increasing jll-health to t return for a while to Germany. His 
chair is at present occupied by Mr. Shunkur Pamhirung Pundit, 
M.A. The Readership of Latin was conferred on Mr. Aitken, a 
student of tins College who passed the examination for the degree 
of B.A. this year with great credit, in succession to Mr. Hbrlnusji 
Jehangirji Bliahha, now Fellow of Elphinstone College, who had 
occupied it for some months. Messrs. Ganesh Parashuram Joj^i 
and Vishnu Moreshwur Mahagani, B.A., are at present Senior* aal"* 
Junior Fellows, and take an active share in the work of tuition, 
Messrs. Anunt Shastri Pendarkur and Chintamon Shastri Thathef 
continue^o discharge the duties which they have so long performed 
under the direction of the Professor of Sanskrit, The numerous 
changes which I have here enumerated have occasioned some inter- 
ruption to College work, but not, I hope, of a very serious nature. 

» ^ 

3. The number of^'students on the hooks is at present 82, and 

the average attendance has been 68. The total number of students 
ts therefore the same as at the date of my last Report, hut the aver- 
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age daily attendance has somewhat fallen off. This is to be attri- 
buted to the very great amount of sickness in the College last term, 
and to the fact that a larger number of students reside in the City. 
The exposed situation of the tJollege is not favourable to the health 
of many, who suffer from frequent colds and fevers. In my last 
Report. I antieijiated a large increase to our numbers this year, but 
the unexpected results of the .Matriculation Ex'amination, in which *** 
a smaller pi^-oportiou than ever was vsuccessful, has defeated that hope. 
Tlie present class of freshmen consists of 22 members only, but Ihey 
are superior, I think, to the freshmen of the last two years. 

1. In my last Report I spoke of a prqi)Osal for setting ;\part a 
portion of the Fee Fund for various expenses connected with the com- 
fort and (‘mbellishmeiit of the College, and the recent order of the 
Gov eminent of India on this Sfihject will enable us, it may be hoped, 

^in sofhe degree to achieve ^this eud. But the slow increase in our 
uuuihcrs, and the almost entire abstmcc of the sons of wealthy men, 
are conditions not very favourable to the accumulation of the Fee 
Fund. This year we have introduced one important vhange, viz., 
the exaction of a fee of 5 rupees from senior scliolars and 3 rupees 
' from junior scholars. We also ^till adhere to the rule of granting 
free studcntshi])s only in cases of real and j^roved poverty, add in 
the pro])c)rtiou of 20 per cent, of our whole niimhcr. - 

5 , The ColVge has now thje advantagi* of a regular’ Gymnastic 
Instructor, and ths good effects of his disci])liue will, I hoj)e, be 
soon perceptible. The ►News-Room is still kept up, aud the Native 
journals at any ratie apj)ear to be diligently read. The heavy * 
labour demanded for preparing for the examination leaves little 
^tim*e for private readmg except perhaps in vacation. 

^ For the work of the College during the past year I beg to 
j^efer you to the Reports of the Professors and Tutors. My own 
work has been as usual, but the absence of Mr. Oxenham Revolved 
upon me for some time a considerable part of the work of the 
English Professor. 

. 7. The College has had a fair amount of success in the Univer- 
® sity Examination this year, considering the str3fetness with which they 
arc conducted. 7 candidates passed the B. A, Exaniiiialiou and 
10 failed; 14 passed the First Examination in Arts and ‘22 failed,^ 
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My remarks on the Matriculation Examination last year suggest 
to me to say that I was rather (lisappoiuted with the results this 
year, as the answers to the History and Geograjdiy [)apcrs were on 
the whole decidedly better done. 

8. "With reference to the Circular No. -J!) of 7th April 1870. 
1 have the honour* to state that Professors Shunknr Panduvang 
Pundit, M.A., and Kero Lakshinou Chatrey rc]»ort th(it the ma- 
nuscripts* and apparatus under their charge are safe ai^d in ‘good 
condition. The same may be said of tin* Library hooks generally. 

P. I desire to be allowed to state, in eonelusiou, my cordial 
acknowledgment of the « services of the body of Professors and 
Tutors daring the year under report.

REPOUT OF THE GRANT MEDICAL, COLLEGE 
FOR THE 'YEAR 1870-71. * * 

The year 1 869-7tl, on which I Ixare the honour to report, com-* 
pletes the 25th anniversary of this College, and its results on the 
whole hear fcxvourable comparison with those of previous years. 6(5 
Graduates jind Undergraduates kept terms during the Se^sic/Us, 3 
of wliom passed the Final Examination of the University for the 
degree of L.M., and 12 ceased to attend. 55 Hospital Apprentices 
have been under instruction, 1 1 of whom l\ave been found qualified 
for promotion to the grade of Assistant Apothecary, 4 resigned, 
anrl 7 were discharged for irregularities, aiid 1 died. 47 Vernacular 
Pupils r<A?eiv(;d instnictiou; 5 have been found qualified, 3 ceased to 
attend, -^nd 9 were discharged. * The foregoing shows a total of 168 
students of the several, classes who have been borne on the College 
rolls during the year.* ^ 

Besult of Examinations. 

University Examination for the L»M, Deyree . — Twelve students 
went up for the First Examinatiofi, of whom four succeeded in 
ing in the 2nd Division : their names arc Hormasji Dadabhai Masani, 
Tirnulji Bliicaji Nariman, Mahadevrao Yesi,waiit Paranjpje, and Trim- 
buck Sukharam Shenalkar, For the Second -or Pass E?wimination 
four went up, and ijiwe succeccled in obtaining their degrees : two 
of tliem passed in the 1st, ^md one in the 2nd Class. The names of

Though the result of both examinaticnis may be considered satis- 
factory, yet thiit for the First Examination occasioned me soiiic* 
disappomtment, as from my knowledge of the calibre of tlie candi- 
‘dates I quite looked to about tw^o-thirds of (iSiem passing. The 
subjects in which the majority failed to satisfy the Examiners w’erc 
Anatomy and Materia Medica with Practical Pharmacy. The 
causes of failure are, I believe, to he found, 1st, in the changes which 
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circumstances have rendered necessary among the Teachers of tliose 
sciences, and which tended to unsettle the minds of the students ; 
2nd, to a proper want of supervision of the Practical Pharmacy 
Class in the Hospital Dispensary ; and finally to an unnecessarily 
severe and lengthened paper on Materia Medica. In order to 
provide for a more thorough supervision in the Hospital Dispensary, 
I applied, on the 17th March 18/0,* to the Inspector General for 
the services of another Apothecary, but, I regret to say, unsuccess- 
fully. A second application, made in October last, mot, however, 
with approval and was sanctioned by Govoniment. To nu‘et the 
wants of the Anatomical Department, I would observe that in 
para. 1 3 of a scheme for the reorganization of the College Staff which 
was forwarded to Government through the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion in May 1869, 1 applie‘dfor the servicers of a Demonstrator of Ana- 
tomy. By letter dated 8lh October 18/0 I again drew attention to 
this subject, but as yet, I regret to state, no reply has been received 
from Goverumcjit. The students have now )>ecoTne so numerous 
that it is iwt, 1 consider, in the power of any single teaclier to satis- 
factorily direct their instruction in the dissecting-room : the a])pohit- 
ment of a Demonstrator has consequently become of such urgency, 
aSf in my humble opinion, not^to admit of furtlier postponement. The 
Calcutta Medical College possesses ’a 1st and 2)ul Demonstrator of 
Anatomy oq salaries of Jls, 300 and Bs. 100 ])or mensem respec- 
tively: the demand for one Demonstrator can consequently, 1 submit, 
under existing circumstances, be scarcely thoug^it disproportionate. 

With regard to the paper on Materia Medica which I have charac- 
terized as unnecessarily severe and long, I Would beg to make the 
following remarks. 

To i)ass the L,M. Examination a candidate must obtain rjQxper 
cent, of the marks obtainable in each examination in each subject. 
To pass the li.C.E. Examination only 25 per cent, in each subject 
and 33-J- per cent, in the aggregate need he obtained. In no l^as.s 
Examination of the IJnivei^sity except L.M. is a higher percentage 
than 33 J insisted on in any one subject, or a higher aggregate per- 
centage than 40 per cent., and that only for the degree in liaw. 
With a standard in^Medicine higher than that of any other faeuUy 
in the University, it becomes a matter of no little importance that 
it should not be greatly exceeded ; whereas the questions set in the 
paper on Materia Medica were not only very severe, but so lengthy 
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to render it impracticable for a student to answer them in the 
time allowed> viz., three hours. One of the Examiners has, in a 
iettcr to my address, acknowledged that he laboured under the 
impression that candidates had the option of selection from among 
the questions setj^^wheretis the maximum number of marks allotted 
to all .the questions only amounted to 100, of which 50 per cent, 
must have been obtained to pass in the Second, and |rds in the 
First Division. 

■ Final "Examination of Hospital Apprentices. — Eleven of these 
lads were examined by the Principal and Professors for the grade 
of Assistant Apothecary, and all were found qualified, viz., T. Ste- 
phens, J. Benson, L. Noronlia, J. Dias, S. Connell, G. Keyes, H. 
Murray, L. D’Souza, C. H. Bell, J. Lawrence, and W. Dowsett. 

Fhud Examination of Vernacular Pupils. — This examination was 
conducted by the Teachers of the Vernacular Class, superintended 
' by the Principal. Five candidates came up and passed successfully 
for the grade of 3wi Class Hospital Assistant. All but one were 
qualified in English, and will therefore be entitled td the higher 
scale of pay : vide G. G. O. No. 392 dated 17th June 18()S. Their 
p names are — Shreedhar Balwant Bapat, Vitbal Bbikajee Naney, 
llamchandra Ganpat Nalvade, '\Vainon Goviud Pendoy, and Gopal 
Harri Key ley. 

Examination of Sab- Assistant Surgeons for 2>rmnotion to the 
higher grade. candidates, A. D’Souza and Barjorji Ardesser., 
both Graduates of the College and belonging to the 2iid grade of Sub- 
Assistant Surgeons, presented themselves for examination, and were 
found qualified for 'promotion to the 1st grade. To summarize the 
above results:' three students have obtained the degree of L.M. 
ami have left the College, and four students have passed the 1st 
KM. Examination ; eleven Hospital Ajiprentices were qualified for 
thd grade of Assistant A^pothccary ; five Vernacular Pupils for that 
?>f Hospital Assistant ; and two Sub- Assistant Surgeons succeeded 
an obtaining promotion to the 1st grade ; making a total of 25 who 
have competed successfully at the several examinations. 

Changes in the College Staff. — Assistant Surgeon T. Holmested 
^relieved Assistant Surgeon W. F. Knapp, oA his being appointed 
^Superintendent under the Contagious Diseases Act, of the chair of 
Anatomy on 7th June. Surgeon J. T. Mackenzie, M. B., returned 
from sick leave to Europe on 10th October, and resumed charge of

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the duties of Professor of Surgery from Assistant Surgeon W. Gray, 
ivho consequently reverted to his chair of Anatomy and displaced 
Assistant Surgecvi Holmested. Mr. ^arayen Daji handed over the 
chair of Materia Medica to Dr. Sidney Smith on the return of that 
officer from Europe on 17th February. Though Mr. Holmested 
was attached but for a short time, yet his ability, zeal in the pferform- 
ance of the duties confided to him, and quiet unassuming manners 
ma(le a vpry favourable impression on his colleagues, and I trust, 
should opportunity offer, that liis services may be ])ermanently se- 
cured to the College.

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The Materia MetJica Collection,— TAiiley I regret to say, can be 
flonc in this direction — not that much is not needed, but because 
want of space precludes furthgr additions being m^de. 

Mineral ogical Collection, — ^The College is indebted to Professor 
Lyon for collecting and arranging numerous valuable specimens, and 
supplying a want which the institution has loi^g been sensible of, ^ 
llistorg and Progress of the College, — ^Twenty-five Matriculated 
Students Jiave joined the institution with the intention •of Jceeping 
terms. Thirty-three Uosjiital Apprentices, eleven Vernacular Pupils, 
and thirty-four Medical Pupils have been admitted, which raises the 
total num}>er of students at present borne on the rolls to 1 91), ^

The Entrance Cxaminatibn of the Vernacular Class was held on 
26th October : the standard emjdoyed was a modification of Stand- 
ard III. (See Schedule A, Educational Department, Government 
Gazette, page497, Decembefr 26th, 1867,) There were 109 candidates 
from^ the diff(‘rent Anglo- Vernacular Schools for eleven vacancies. 
The^'ompetition w\as, as may be* supposed, very active, and resulted 
in 'seventeen being. selected. To eleven of them vacant stipends 
were awarded, and four remain as free students. ^ 

As stated above, 38 Native Mcdicjil Pupils have joined the Col- 
lege on the conditions specified in G. G. O. No. 392 dated 17th 
Jtme 1868. In my last Report I referred to the difficulties wliich 
^ had arisen in the formation of this class, and. mentioned the modi- 
fications recommended by this Government in the terms of the order 
of the Government of India above quoted. Instead, however, of a 
solution of this vexed cpiestion having been come to, I regret to say 
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the Government of India hare declined, for financial reasons, to 
accede to the proposals of this GovernTnent. To overcome the 
culty which has i^sen^ I purpose renting a house in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the College for the use of the Vernacular and 
Native Medical Pujiils, meeting the outlay from^ the house-rent 
alldwed to the Vernacular Pupils and "from savings accruing from 
house-rent sanctioned to the Hospital Apprentices. Should Govern- 
ment ^not sanction this course, there exists the extreme piobability 
of the^ Illative Medical Subordinate Department of this Ptesidencj" . 
bcin^^ deprived of the advantages of a course of College instruction. 

^hc manuscript of a Vernacular text-work on Medical Jurispru- 
dence has been completed by Mr. Gopal Shivram Vaidya, L.M., and 
will before long be in the hands of his pupils. A text- work on Mid- 
wifery, compiled hv Mr. Sukharam Arjuu Bavat, L.M., will also 
soon be ready. Within a few mouths this institution will eimse- 
quently be possessed of a pomplete series of text-books in the Mara- 
thi tongue for the use of the Vernacular Classy The importance 
attached to th^v? can scarcely, I think, he overrated, and this College 
will be able to congratulate itself on being the first in India to have 
supplied so important a want in Medical Education. 

It gives ihe pleasure to report, that the Warrant Medical Officers 
of this Presidency, in order to perpetuate their grateful sense of 
the interest evinced in their- behalf by the late Inspector General, 
Indian Medical Departmfent (F. S. Arixott, M.D., C.B.), have, with 
the sanction of Govermnent, presented a* Silver '‘Medal, designated 
the Arnott P7'he Medal , to be given annually to the best second- 
year Student Apprentice in this College. . I coi^ratulate Hospital 
Apprentice E. Loanc on being the first recipient of this prize.

To meet the rapid growth of the institution, plans for the extension 
of the. building designed by Lieutenant Colonel Fuller, ll.E., 
Architectural Engjpeer, have been laid before Government. So 
much is the want of space .felt that it is with very great difficulty 
accommodation can he provided for the students.
